Delhi, June 22 

The violence in the north¬ 
eastern state of Tripura has 
proved even more savage than 
was at first believed. It is now 
clear that more than 1,000 
people were butchered in their 
villages when tribesmen went 
on the rampage two weeks ago. 

About 400 bodies have been 
found in Tripura . alone and 
today. there was a report from 
Bangladesh that 700 bodies 
have been washed down by 
rivers from the state. Official 
sources said ■ that most of the 
bodies were of women, youths 
and children and most had 
been beheaded. 

Shelter materials, food and 
drugs are being sent by the 
Indian Government to' help" 
more than 200,000 people ren¬ 
dered homeless in the rioting. 

The. trouble started when re¬ 
sentment a mo as tribes people 
over neglect and the growing 
number of Bengali settlers in 
their state suddenly erupted. It 
was part of a pattern of agita¬ 
tion throughout the north¬ 
eastern states. 

Curfew defied: Thnusands of

' today to observe “ Volunteer 
Force Day” across Assam, 
while troops marched through 
areas prone to violence. 

These included curfew-bound 
Lakhimpur in upper Assam, 
where two people were killed 
and 40 injured yesterday when 
police opened fire in tbe town 
to disperse an unlawful proces¬ 
sion.

RiveV' burials: The Bengali 
dailyh newspaper, Sarigbad, 
said today that villagers in 
Bangladesh's Cwnilla district 
ha dcounted about 700 headless 
bodies, victims of. the anti- 
immigrant rioting in Tripura. 

The Deputy commissioners of 
Comilla confirmed that a “hor¬ 
rifying" number of bodies had 
been found in the rivers. Sang- 
bod reported that villagers 
were burying the bodies on the 
river banks.—Reuter.

The conference had what Herr 
Helmut Schmidt, the West Ger¬ 
man Chancellor, described as 
tbe most exhaustive discussion 
yet on the problems faced bv 
the rich north and poor south, 
after the oil price explosion. 

The growing political back¬ 
ing for a north-south summit 
largely reflects the absence .of 
any other clear solutions for 
the world's economic problems. 

Bur many practical problems 
remain to be solved heFore 
such a meeting can be called. 
Important decisions still have 
to be taken about who would 
be invited tn take part in such 
talks, with the issue of repre¬ 
sentation from the Eastern 
block potentially posing a 
major problem. 

In making their points on the 
state of the world economy, the 
seven leaders inevitably based 
much of their comment on th 
draft communique drawn up 
for publication after the meet¬ 
ing by the seven government 
officials — known as the 
“ sherpas" — who have been 
charged with preparing this 
summit. 

The official paper lays great 
stress oo tbe nesd for the West 
to continue the fight against in¬ 
flation and cut back depend¬ 
ence on the oil states for energy 
supplies. Energy is seen as 
being at tbe centre of the 
world's problems. 

Without a solution tn the 
energy crisis, the Western 
democracies see no satisfactory 


solution to the other major 
problems of inflation, unem¬ 
ployment, protectionism, mone¬ 
tary instability" and the threat 
of economic stagnation in the 
developing world. 

In stressing the problems of 
energy and inflation, l5e offi* 
' ciaJs have pushed into the 
background any thought of 
relfating the West's economies. 
President Carter was reported 
as saying that the West cannot 
buy itself out of recession. 

Tbe summit is also likely to 
chronicle the victory of the new 
orthodoxy of sound - money 
policy and less state interven¬ 
tion in economic' policies. At 
vn's point in their draft, the 
''sherpas” call for a shift of 
resources from government 
spending to tbe private sector 
and from consumption to in¬ 
vestment. 

Herr Schmidt today tdd his 
fellow he2ds of government that 
the nil price rise of last year 
had created greater difficulties 
Than the first oil shock of 1973. 
He and other leaders underlined 
the need for the West to differ¬ 
entiate between the moderate 
and more extreme members of 
the Opec all cartel. 

The Seven will give a con¬ 
certed boost to coal production 
and trade, doubling output by 
2990.-They will also stress the 
“ vital contribution" that 
nuclear power must play in 
providing a more secure supply 
of energy-. 

The pledge to boost the use 
of coal is seen as of great com¬ 
mercial importance by the 
United States. President Carter 
is keen to encourage American 
coal exports.

The leaders of the world’s 
seven must powerful democra¬ 
cies, meeting for the First time 
since the outbreak of tbe 
Afghan crisis at the beginning 
of the year, reacted with scep¬ 
ticism here today to an 
announcement by tbe Soviet 
Union that it was withdrawing 
some of its troops from* 
Afghanistan. 

They said: " We have taken 
note Df today's announcement 
of the withdrawal of some 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan. 
In order to make a useful enu- 
tributlou to the solution of the 
Afghan - crisis this withdrawal, 
if confirmed, will bare-to-he 
permanent and continue -until 
the complete withdrawal of the 
Soviet troops. 

“ Only thus will it he possible 
to reestablish a situation com¬ 
patible with peace and the rule 
of law and thereby with the 
interests of all nations". 

Tbe Soviet statement from 
Tass, under the headline ‘‘In¬ 
formation from Kabul", said : 

"According to information 
from the command of the Soviet 
military contingents now in 
Afghanistan, some military 
units whose presence in Afghan¬ 
istan is not essential at present 
are currently being withdrawn 
to the territory of the USSR by 
aagreement with the Afghan 
government.” 

President Carter and his six 
colleagues said the “ Soviet 
mnli-rary occupation" was un¬ 
acceptable and “incompatible 
with the will of the Afghan 
people for national independ¬ 
ence, as demonstrated by their 


courageous resistance, and with 
the .security of the States of 
the region". 

Afghanistan, the Venice 
statement said, should be “en¬ 
abled to regain the sovereign¬ 
ty* 'terricoriti integrity, poeti¬ 
cal independence and non- 
aligned character it once en¬ 
joyed". It criJed-for the Af¬ 
ghan people to be “left free 
again to determine their own 
future The Western count¬ 
ries wmrid support any initi¬ 
ative to this end. 

The first indication of the 
Soviet move came in a verbal 
message delivered by tbe Rus¬ 
sian . ambassador in Paris, to 
the Elys£e last Friday evening, 
but the first irilclihg President 
Giscard rPEstaing’s colleagues 
here had came in the- terse, 
despatch from Kabul this as 
they were assembling for their 
two-day summit meeting. 

The news caused puzzlement 
and confusion. Over lunch, how¬ 
ever, President Giscard gave 
President Carter and bis 
British, Italian, German, 
Japanese and Canadian col¬ 
leagues' a full account of the 
Soviet message.- 

President ■ Giscard, wbo 
irritated' his allies last month 
by flying off, without consulta¬ 
tion. for talks with President | 
Brezhnev in Warsaw, is the 
only Western statesman to have 
met the Russian leader since 
the invasion of Afghanistan 
this appears to have been the 
reason why he was chosen as 
tbe recipient of the Soviet 
communication.

The Amalgamated Union of 
Engineering Workers has dealt 
with its severe cash flow prob¬ 
lems by securing, a short-term 
£900,000 bank loan and defer¬ 
ring the backdated element of 
pay increases of up to 26 per 
cent agreed for all its officials. 

Sir John Boyd, tbe union’s 
general secretary, has told its 
190 officials that tbe “recent 
heavy drain on our-general 
fund account arising from, dis¬ 
pute benefit payments, ever-in¬ 
creasing notional and inter* 
national affiliation fees and 
rampant inflation at all cost 
points, lias created certain 
problems for us”. 

He says that as a consequence 
the backdated sections of pay 
and allowances for officials, 
agreed earlier this year .by the 
rules revision committee and 
due from April 1 this year, 
have been delayed and “will 
be implemented as soon as is 
administratively possible". 

The financial difficulties of 
Britain's second biggest, union - 


exemplify those of other large 
unions, many of which, either 
have, or are expected to in¬ 
crease subscriptions this year. 
Those difficulties are expected' 
tp be discussed at a meeting of 
the TUC’s finance and general 
purposes committee today. 

In the case of the engineer¬ 
ing union, subscriptions were 
increased by 5p a week from 
January. The skilled class of 
member now pays 45p each 
week and - from next Japuary 
will pay SOp weekly. 

The union’5 rank and file 
poh’cy makers last month. de¬ 
rided, partly in response to the 
Government's decision to deduct 
£12 a week from social security 
benefits to strikers* (families, to 
increase dispute benefit from 
£9 a week to £12 a week at an 
estimated cost to the union of 
£750,0000 a year. 

Dispute benefit is already 
costing the union about £2ra a 
year and that has been exacer¬ 
bated by the extra £1.34m the 
union paid out during the 13-

The French language and 
French ccedulitv were strained 
.this afternoon when a team of 
Lord’s Taverners made merry 
with bat, ball and champagne 
on their first-ever match in 
France.

And then the game itself was 
so strange. During the tea 
break, while a recorded brass 
band played “ Abide with Me 
small knots of 'puzzled men 
gathered round the guichet and 
stared in silence at the foor- 
j marks made by the lanceur as 
he-hurled the ball at batman. 
They inquired of any English 
present which of the players 
was the “ maiden ". 

The predominantly British 
crowd did rhsir best to help 
explain what was going on. 

For the benefit of a per¬ 
plexed television crew, Mr 
Willie _ Rush ton tried to ex¬ 
plain, in an accent that would 
even encourage Mr Edward 
Heath to speak more French, 
tbe importance to tbe game of 
a cup of tea. A fellow Taverner 
wearing a donkey’s head mask 
nuzzled his shoulder. “ Poussez- 
off Euro&ne roared Mr Rush- 
ton as tbe prndneer snatched 
back his microphone. * Poussez- 
off, or it’s French cricket at 
Lourdes for you next week.” 

Despite their overall incom¬ 
prehension the French on¬ 
lookers came away, perhaps, 
with a better idea of why 
Britain is so difficult to beat 
at 'EEC negotiations and why 
the word “fair play” is un¬ 
translatable in French. 

The afternoon produced a 
profit for French and British 
charities. 


Three prisoners flee jail in car

Glasgow 

A warden watched three 
prisoners using a rope escape 
in commando-style over tbe 
100ft hight perimeter wall of 
Barlitmie prison in tbe East 
End of Glasgow at 8 am yester¬ 
day, but was unable to prevent 
tbeir getaway. 

One of the long-term pri- 
sfraers was under life sentence 
far murder and the others, 
brothers, had been jailed for 
violent crimes. — 

Once over tbe wall they fled 
in a car provided by accom¬ 
plices. 

Detectives spent the day 
interviewing all the prisoners 
and'the prison staff. 

The men, John Andrew Steel, 
aged 24, his brother James, 25, 
and Archibald Steen, aged 31, 
all of lasgow, escape from the 


shower room on the third floor 
of B hall 

Thejr got on to the roof of 
the prison and using the rope, 
scrambled down to a yard in 
the prison officers’ quarters. 

After picking up the rope, 
they ran across the courtyard 
to the waH and threw the rope 
over. It was made secure; by 
an accomplice. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Norman Walker, who as in 
charge of the investigations, 
confirmed that it was a nope 
and not knotted sheens, often 
described as “rope” in such 
circumstances. 

Bis officers were engaged in 
roaenvKJwing everyone known 
to have had conuafct wish the 
men “regardless of distance ”. 
In all, BO police oficers, uni¬ 
formed and pfejmeknihed wens 
mustrede, some armed. 


Checks on all mam roads 
from the dty were made and 
in some cases, house-co-house 
searches were carried out.

Steen was sentenced in 
Dece mb er, 1975, to life im¬ 
prisonment for murder, 10 years 
for attemprtk- murder and five 
years for the theft of a car and 
assault under the Firearms Act. 

John Steel was sentenced in 
June, 1978, to 12 years for 
assault and robbery and mali¬ 
cious mischief. James Steel was 
sentenced in December, 197S, 
to 12 years for attempted 
murder.

With the holiday season- just 
beginning, the bomb which went 
off in the Costa del Sol town 
of Fuengirola at 8 am today 
was like warning shot. If the 
Madrid Goverment gives in to 
the demands of the Separatists 
the blackmail esn be repeated. 
If it does not give in, there is 
likely to be bloodshed and not 
just scare bombs. Neither pros¬ 
pect is a bright one for Span¬ 
iards or foreign holiday- 
makers. 

Tbe terrorist movement said 
at the secret press conference 
that they v/ould'issue a warning 
before each explosion in order 
to allow rime for danger areas 
to be evacuated. It is not known 
wbetbe-r police received such a 
warning before this rooming's 
blast. In any case., the early 
hour and the location of the 
bomb, in front of a restaurant, 
avoided bloodshed. 

In the ETA bomb campaign 
last summer at popular beach 
resorts as well as in Madrid, 
such warnings did not always 
arrive in time. In the Madrid 
blasts—at the airport and tbe 
city’s two main railway stations, 
the ETA claimed that police 
had been warned just before 
the explosions. The terrorists, 
therefore, accused the police of 
responsibility in the deaths. 

' Similar twisted lo^ic is being 
employed by the ETA in 
the present circumstances. A 
.spokesman Hi the news - confer¬ 
ence said that if police fail to 
act in time, the only ones re¬ 
sponsible for any deaths will 
be the police and the Interior 
Minister. 

The ETA claimed diat the.

back science and maths teachers

Three ways o£ inducing more 
mathematicians and scientists 
to take up teaching, guaranteed 
jobs, pay differentials and 
student grants differentials, are 
put forward in a discussion 
document drawn up jointly by 
officials of the Department of 
Education and Science and 
local authority associations. 

Lady Young, Minister of 
State for Education and 
Science, is to meet local 
authority leaders soon to con* 
eider the three options and 
other ways of rackling what 
many believe is fast approach¬ 
ing crisis in the staffing of 
secondary school subjects such 
as mathematics, physics, craft 
design and technology, and 
modern languauges. 

In a letter to The Times on 
Friday the nresidenrs of the 
Secondary Heads Association 
and the 'Girls’ Schools Associa¬ 
tion. and rhe chairmen of the 
Head Masters' Conference and 
the Committee of Directors of 
Polytechnics, called on the 
Government to start “ a mas¬ 
sive, concerted drive ... to 
recruit, train and retrieve " the 
well motivated, well qualified 
specialists needed to teach 
“ those very subjects which 
have been identified as essen- 
trial to the nation's economic re¬ 
covery ”. 

The Association of Graduate 
Careers Advisory Services has 
submitted important evidence 
to the Cockcroft committee of 
inquiry into the teaching of 
mathematics, on why graduates 
shy away from a career in 
teaching. 

The association re d resents 
careers advisory services in 
universities, polytechnics and 
?ame other colleges of higher 
education. throughout the

fts inquiries show that pay 
and career prospects, worries

Bupa report shocks electricians

A survey of 540 electricians, 
screened under the contro¬ 
versial private health plan nego¬ 
tiated by their union, has shown 
that they are considerably less 
healthy than a group of mana¬ 
gers 12 years older on average. 

The survey showed that they 
were at greater risk of heart 
disease because they were 
fatter, smoked more and had 
more cholesterol in their blood. 

Almost half the electricians 
(47 per cent) smoked, compared 
with 33 per cent of the mana¬ 
gers; 11.3 per cent, against 9 
per cent, had raised blood fats 
and 11 per cent, against 5 per 
cent, were overweight. 

One third of the electricians 
had a moderate to high chance 
of developing bean disease in 
the near future, more than 
double the rate among those 
of the same age in the mana¬ 
gerial group. 

The survey, carried out in 
Manchester by the British 
United Provident Association 
(BUPA), was a p4lot scheme 
designed to plan details of a 


full screening programme for 
the 35,000 electrical workers 
covered by the recent agree¬ 
ment between BUPA and the 
Electrical, Electronic, Telecom¬ 
munication and Plumbing 
Union. 

It was the first time that a 
group of blue collar workers 
bad been screened by BUPA. 
Because the average age of the 
electricians was 35, against 47 
among the group of London 
managers with whom they were 
compared, it was expected that 
they would show less disease. 

More'than twice as many of 
the electricians, however, 
showed significant signs of 
changes due to alcohol and also 
had a reduced lung function, 
probably caused by smoking. 
Both groups appeared to be 
subject to similar stress factors. 

Twenty-six per cent had some 
correctable disease or defect re¬ 
quiring attention. Sixteen per 
cent had minor complaints such 
as hernias and $m disease; 
but IX) per cent either had or 
were suspected of haring an 
important abnormality. 

It was the risk of heart dis¬ 


ease that the surveyors found 
the most serious. The survey 
says: "Coronary heart disease 
is the biggest single killer of 
middle-aged men. That the 
signs of coronary vulnerability 
are so evident in the group 12 
years younger should give 
cause for alarm.” 

BUPA thinks that the surrey 
helps to destroy the myth that 
managers have a higher risk of 
heart disease than their blue 
collar counterparts. k 

It thinks that the myth alfee 
from the 1951 census which 
suggested that middle-class 
people suffered health problems 
from “diseases of affluence”. 
That was considered inaccurate 
when it became dear that 
many of the self-employed had 
called themselves company 
directors, even when the com¬ 
pany they were directing was a 
one-man window-cleaning 

business. 

The results of the 1971 
census, published in 1978, 
showed the opposite, that almost 
all diseases, including heart 
attacks, were more common 
among the lower social classes. 


Health minister 
wants private 
sector expanded

Some doctors work a 104 
hour week, conference told

Nearly three quarters of 
Britain’s junior doctors work 
more than the official maxi¬ 
mum of 80 hours a week, 
according to a survey carried 
out by the British Medical As¬ 
sociation. 

The survey, of 1,641 junior 
medical staff, showed that a 
quarter were working 104 hours 
a week despite a directive to 
health authorities from the De¬ 
partment of Health and Social 
Security that junior doctors 
should have a minimum of 88- 
hours a week off to -ensure 
adequate time fpr study. 

Two thirds of "'the doctors 
felt that their hours of duty 
left'insufficient time for formal 
training, and three quarters 
thought they did not allow 
enough time for private study. 

About 70 per cent said their 
social and family life was ad¬ 
versely affected by their hours 
of work. 

The figures were given at a 
hospital junior staff conference 


at.the British Medical Associa¬ 
tion headquarters in London on 
Saturday. It was one of a series 
leading up to the association’s 
annual representative meeting 
next month. 

The _ meeting passed motions 
deploring the continuation of 
“ one night sn two ” working. 
Under that system a doctor, as 
well as bis normal “ nine-to-five ” 
job five days a week, has to be 
on duty every other night and 
every other weekend. 

Mr Derek Machin. a surgeon 
from Liverpool, chief negotiator 
for junior hospital staff,. told 
the conference: That means 
he will start work at 9 am on 
Monday, finish at .5 pm on 
Tuesday, start again at 9 am 
■bn Wednesday until 5.pm, on 
Thursday, then do -his really 
long shirt from 9 am on Fridaoy 
until 5 pm on Tuesday 

Twenty-seven per cent of 
junior doctors were on that 
rota, giving them 104 hours’ 
-work a week. Another 45 per 
cent were <on oma night and one 
weekend in three, totalling up 
to 83 hours a week. ' 


Cut in heavy 
lorries’ 
noise urged

The Government should act 
to ensure that new lorries com¬ 
ing on tD the roads from 1985 
are as quiet as cars. It should 
not be swayed by arguments 
of the motor industry thar the. 
cost of doing that is too high, 
or that more time is needed. 

That is one of the main pro¬ 
posals made by the Pedestrians 
Association in its submissions 
on the Department of Trans¬ 
port’s recently published con¬ 
sultation paper on motor 
vehicle noise. 

The association says the coun¬ 
try is sufferng an immense bur¬ 
den of costs inflicted on it by 
thoughtless automotive engin¬ 
eering. People are losing sleep, 
unable to hear one another 
speak and, having their enjoy¬ 
ment of television and radio 
spoilt by roaring lorries and 
badly silenced cars and motor 
cycles. 

It calls on the Government to 
fallow Germany and Scandin¬ 
avia in setting noise limits for 
heavy goods vehicles of 80 
deribtes by 1985. That should 
add only 8 per cent to the cap¬ 
ital cost of a vehicle, with no 
increase in maintenance or run¬ 
ning costs. 

For cars, light vans and mini¬ 
buses, the association disputes 
the Department of Transport 
view that the case for a reduc¬ 
tion below 80 decibels is not 
clear. It says many people live 
and work in roads heavily used 
by cars 

Where that is so, consider¬ 
able reductions in car noise are 
needed to achieve any signifi¬ 
cant abatement. 

Arguing that noise from 
motor cycles is more bother¬ 
some than any other traffic 
noise, particularly in residen¬ 
tial areas, the association pro¬ 
poses an emission standard for 
heavy motor cycles of 78 deci¬ 
bels by 1985. 

While . that would involve 
substantia] increases in costs, 
up to 24 per cent, there was no 
reason for protecting buyers 
from such costs. People could 
choose less powerful and less 
noisy machines. The associa¬ 
tion also proposes a “ noise 
tax” to encourage the use of 
queter vehicles. One is being in¬ 
troduced in Holland. 


Nuclear shelter plans to be printed

Government-approved designs 
for the construction of domestic 
nuclear explosion and fallout 
shelters are expected to be on 
sale before the end of the year. 

A booklet being prepared by 
a Home Office working party 
is likely ro include 2 blueprint 
for a concrete underground 
shelter costing several thousand 
pounds. It couid be presented 
to a builder a$ the basis for 
construction. 

Advice will also be given on 
making a shelter a: short notice 

The format of the publication 
has still to be decided but it 
will probably give details of 
five types of shelter, inducing 
outdoor ana indoor “ kit ” 
types, similar to the Anderson 
and Morrison shelters used in 
the last war. They would be 
made of metal or glass-rein¬ 
forced plastic, costing less than 
£ 1 , 000 . 


The designs will not repre¬ 
sent government “best buys”.

Tall ship a ‘new white hope ’ for Ulster you

The tail ship Grama. which 
sailed into Belfast Lough at the 
weekend, was regarded by many 
of those waiting for her_ as a 
new white hope for the future 
of Ulster. 

The Crania is the tenth and 
newest large yacht in the Ocean 
Youth Club fleet, an organiza¬ 
tion that takes young people to 
sea mainly for their own enjoy¬ 
ment but also as a character- 
building exercise. 

As often as can be arranged, 
the crews of up to 14 a[ a time 
consist of both sexes, with as 
wide as possible a mixture of 
social backgrounds. In the case 
of the Grania, which will be 
permanently based in Belfast 
Lough, it is hoped that the mix¬ 
ture will include youngsters of 
all religious persuasions and 
from both sides of the border.

Newspaper right to refuse 
to publish a retraction 


A newspaper did not act un¬ 
reasonably in refusing to pub¬ 
lish a retraction which im¬ 
pugned its reputation, the Press 
Council, ruled yesterday. 

It rejected a complaint by 
Southend United Football Club 
chat, having published an 
article implying without found¬ 
ation that the chib was seeking 
to attract Mr Bobby Moore to 
inin its staff, the.editor of the 
Sunday People failed to retract 
or apoligize. 

In the 0'unduy People Sam 
Bartram wrote that he satv 
signs that Southend would try 
to rempt Mr Moore, who had 
not yet signed with Oxford City, 
to their staff, the article said* 

Mr Keith Holmes, the club 
secretary, told the sports 
editor [his was a complete 
fabrication.

Terrorists 
jailed by 
Milan court

Rome, June 22 

A Milan court has sentenced 
Signor Con-ado AJunni to 29 
years, two months’ imprison 
meat in a trial of people ac 
cused of belonging to Prima 
Linea (Front Line) and other 
terrorist organizations. Another 
25 received sentences ranging 
from 2S years to six months, 
while three were acquitted. 

Signor Alunni, from Rome, 
aged 32. was arrested in _ a 
Milan flat in September. 1978, 
during a search for leaders of 
Prima Linea. On April 28 this 
year, during the trial, he took 
part in a mass prison break, 
but was wounded and recap¬ 
tured. 

Signor Antonio Marocco and 
Signor Daniele Bonaio, who 
fled with him and are still 
free, were sentenced to 26 
years six months and 18 years 
one month resoectively. 

Altogether tbe group faced 
132 charges, including constitu¬ 
tion of an armed band, attemp¬ 
ted insurrection and civil war, 
murder, and robbery with vio¬ 
lence. The combined sentences 
total 454 years. 

Prima Linea has been second 
only to the Red Brigades in 
Terrorist acts for which it has 
claimed responsibility, includ¬ 
ing the murder of two Milan 
judges.

Foot and mouth catches 
Portugal short of vaccine 


Lisbon, June 22.—The Portu¬ 
guese farmers’ union this week¬ 
end described an epidemic of 
foot and mouth disease as “ a 
national calamity” and said it 
was now affecting animals 
throughout tbe country. 

A spokesman said the disease 
which first appeared three 
weeks ago, had resulted in_ a 
wave of speculators buying pigs 
ax very low prices from farmers 
who feared their herds might 
become iofected- 

The Lisbon, evening news¬ 
paper A Capital said a fanner 
□ear tbe northern town of Vila 
Nova dz Gaia had destroyed 
more than 700 pig* this week 
after foot and mouth disease 
was detected among his stock. 

The Agricultural aiinister 
reported on Thursday that more 
than 500 cases of the disease 
. which affects mainly pigs and 
[ cattle but can be contracted by 


humans, bad been confirmed 
and told farmers to burn infec¬ 
ted animals and bury the re¬ 
mains. 

The epidemic is the first out¬ 
break -or foot and mouth disease 
in Portugal since 1971 and 
caught ihe veterinary authori¬ 
ties by surprise, with stocks of 
vaccine almost mvn-esdstent. The 
Agriculture Ministry is import¬ 
ing emergency supplies of 
vaccine. 

The spokesman for the 
National Confederation of Far¬ 
mers urged the authorities to 
speed up importation and distri¬ 
bution of vital drugs, adding 
that false vaccine was bting sold 

on the black'market at greatly 
inflated prices. 

He said he choughr the 
disease had been introduced 
into Portugal by cattle smuggled 
across the Spanish border with¬ 
out veterinary control.

Exiled Mr Lule fails 
to win his party ’s 
nomination in Uganda

Nairobi, June 22 

Mr Paul Semogerere, who has 
been prominent in the pan? 
since its founding in the late 
19506, was elected president of 
Uganda’s Democratic Party in 
Kampala this weekend. 

He will automatically become 
the party’s candidate for the 
Ugandan presidency in the 
elections due later inis year. 

Mr Yusufu Lule, who was 
President of Uganda for 68 days 
last year, was unable to attend 
the party’s conference after the 
ruling Military Commission 
raised objections to his return 
from Nairobi 

Mr Lule, who had been ex¬ 
pected to become president of 
the Democratic Party, says the 
Tanzanian Government influ¬ 
enced the Military Commission 
to bar him because he opposes 
continued Tanzanian domina¬ 
tion of Ugandan affairs. 

The Democratic Party forms 
the main opposition to the 
Uganda People’s Congress, led 
by Dr Milton Oboto who was 
ousted from the Presidency by 
the military coup in 1971. 
Yesterday Dr Obore addressed 
a large rally at Jioja, 50 miles 
east of Kampala. 

He called for reconciliation 
between political groups in 
Uganda and for an end to what 
he called the campaign of lies 
and slanders of political 
opponents. 

Dr Obote advocated a govern¬ 
ment of national unity, bring¬ 
ing in the most able people, 
regardless of who wins the 
forthcoming elections. He 
denied that the Congress was a 
Communist party or that it 
wished to import Tanzania’s 
socialist system into Uganda. 


In Kenysi today ;the ruling 
Kenya African National Union 
called for the withdrawal of 
Tanzanian forces from Uganda- 
The party wants them replaced 
by a neutral force formed by 
the Organization -of African 
Unity, the Commonwealth or 
the United Nations to ensure 
free and fair elections iu 
Uganda. 

The .statement- issued..here 
said the party does not think 
Tanzania has the will dr the 
ability to ensure the restoration 
of democracy in Uganda. 

Hie statement follows recent 
remarks by Dr Oboce at a pt 
tical rally in Uganda, at which 
be was reported .to have accused 
Kenya of interfering In 
Uganda’s affairs. Kanu points 
out that Kenya, unlike Tanzania, 
has no troops in Uganda. 
Murder and theft: Armed 
cattle raiders from Karamoja, 
die area of north-east Uganda 
now suffering severe famine, 
have overrun a police post; 
killed several-people and stolen 
cattle and other prop erty in an 
area near the border with the 
adjoining Lango district. 

The District Commissioner at 
Lira, northern Uganda, said the 
rafdenj were trained guerrillas 
who were creating discord 
between the tribes of the area.

Zimbabwe to enroll 9,500 
guerrillas in new Army

Salisbury, June 22 

About 9,500 troops of the 
Zanla and Zipra guerrilla armies 
will probably be incorporated 
in the regular Zimbabwe De¬ 
fence Force, according to plans 
announced today by die 
military high command. The re¬ 
mainder, numbering about 
23,000, are to become active 
reservists. 

All former members of Mr 
Robert Mugabe’s Zanla army 
and Mr Joshua Nkomo’s Zipra 
army will have the option of 
joining the regular force. So 
will all members of the former 
Rhodesian security forces. The 
size and precise form of the 
new Defence Force has yet to 
be decided. 

The Government is planning 
to fit many of those not 
absorbed by the regular forces 
into the numerous rebuilding 
and rehabilitation schemes 
under way, with an emphasis 
on agriculture. At the former 
estate at Masumbi, run by the 
Tribal Trust Land Development 


Corporation (Tikor), 200 Zipra 
men have already been settled 
and another 6,300 are to join 
them, clearing land to grow 
maize and cotton- 

More than 4,000 Zanla troops 
are to go to the middle Sabi 
area in the . south-eastern 
lowveld to work on one scheme, 
while another 4,000 are bound 
for SiLalabushwa this week to 
repair a damaged canal system 
and grow irrigated maize" and 
cotton. 

The former guerrillas will 
take their weapons to the pro¬ 
ject sites, where they will he 
kept in an armoury.' 

Dr Nathan Sharcmyarira, the 
Minister of Iirformation, told a 
teachers 9 conference yesterday 
that Zimbabwe's history books 
would have to he rewritten.

Khalil Brayez

Khalil Brayez, a 45-year-old 
former Army captain, is serving 
his ninth year in detention 
without trial at a military pri¬ 
son at A1 Mezze, near Damas¬ 
cus. He is one of a s mall 
number of Syrians abducted 
from Lebanon, apparently be¬ 
ing held for expressing apposi¬ 
tion to the Syrian- Government. 

After the 1967 war with 
Israel, Mr Brayez wrote and 
published two books lightly cri¬ 
tical of the pe r f o r ma nce erf the 
Syrian troops and of a com¬ 
mander in the Air Force, 
Hafez Assad. 

Not long after the 1970 coup 
that brought President Assad to 
power, Mr Brayez was kidnap¬ 
ped from Lebanon, where he 
had taken refuge in 1964, a 

year after the Arab Socialist 

Baath Party came to power. 

.His political beliefs had al¬ 
ready earned him several spells 
in. detention. He bad been ag¬ 
ainst union with Egypt in 1958 
arid was ideologically opposed 
to the Baaxhists, whose goal is 
unification of all Arab states as 
one Arab nation. 

In 1963 he _ was dismissed 
from Aleppo Military Academy, 
after a general purge of all non- 
Bsatirists. It was the' prospect 
of further arrests that drove 
him to settle in Lebanon. 

At the time of his abduction*. 
Mr Brayez is said to have been 
working on a third book, on the 
1967 war. For the first three 
years of his detention, he was 
held incommunicado. Since 1973 
his family has been allowed to 
visit him once a month.

Little encouragement for England

■Two superb honks for Tour by 
Gooch and the watchfulness of 
Sbycott made a start on Saturday 
crcnfng to England's long and un¬ 
likely task of sarin? the second 
Cornhill Test match. With a total 
of 51?, West Indies bad gained a 
first innings lead of 245- . 

■There are two days left and the 
ptych still has a lot of runs in it. 
It wold need, all the same, an 
eternal optimist to see England 
batting until well into tnnnrrnw 
afternoon, which they may have 
to do if they are not ro be beaten. 
The form * hook is hardly en- 
Crmraging: in England's past ll 
Test innings their top score is 
306 ; their average completed total 
in that time is 246. 

With an innings of 184 the 
highest ever made for West indies 
st'Lord's. Desmond Haynes saw ro 
it that Richards's marvellous in¬ 
nings on Friday was not uncom- 
pllmcntcd. as Gnnch's had been 
nn Thursday. At 24, Haynes is 
emerging as the leader of the 
rnungcr school of West Indian 
batsmen. 

This was the third 100 in his 
rast eight Test innings, and it was 
hs. too, whose 62 steered West 
Indies home at Trent Bridge a 
fortrosht ago. He had hatted for 
rieht hours when he was lea- 
h-fire in the flrsr over after tea 
on Saturday, and had been 
i->ught once—by Stephen, the son 
of Gerry Gomez, the old West 
Indian cricketer, when he hit 
Willey for si* over long-on.

It was a difficult day for 
Botham, with his captaincy almost 
inevitably being called into qnesr 
tion. I suppose the ultimate ex¬ 
amination to set a captain might 
he to present him with a 
weakened attack—and one that 
was never particularly strong in 
the first place—on a good batting 
pitch and in fine weather, against 
West Indians at Lord's before a 
multitude of pundits and with 
West Indies being allowed to 
start the day at 265 for two.

Freedom 
skippered by Dennis Conner, 
the candidate of the Fort 
Schnyier Foundation in Newf 
York, won the second over a 
course restricted to 71 miles, 
winning by S9sec. • 

Both races were sailed in shifty 
north-west breezes varving .in 
strength from eight to 1*6 knots. 
Freedom broke the traveller far 


ber main sheet during a practice 
■ start and the New York Yacht 
Club delayed racing for • more 
than an hour while her crew 
carried out repairs. This delayed 
the start and forced the courses 
to be sbortened. 

Sailors from both boats .said 
they were . happy with the first 
day’s performance. “ It was good 
to get two races under our belts, 
get over our early stage fright and 
get down to business,” Connor 
said. " I guess it proves that it's 
going tn be a long, tough sum¬ 
mer. just as everyone has been 
saying.” 

A crew member from Courage¬ 
ous, Dick Sadler, said : “ I think . 
we were happier about the- day 
than Freedom'was. We feel 'weVe 
definitely faster than Freedom 
going downwind.'Other than .that, 
we see hardly any difference be¬ 
tween the boats.

Titles to reflect Borg’s domination 
and Miss Austin’s motivation

The qualifying competition,'the 
warm-up tournaments and an 
intensive practice are over. The 
Wimbledon championships begin 
today. Already dreams have been 
shattered by defeat or injury.' The 
surviving contenders are hoping 
that their games are perfectly 
tuned to tbe unfamiliar task of 
playing tennis op grass. They are 
sorting out domestic arrangements 
with an assortment of room-mates. 
They are checking equipment, 
talking freely - about trivial ail¬ 
ments. and keeping quiet about 
the things that really worry them. 

They are answering (or evading) 
telephone calls from dimly remem¬ 
bered acquaintances whose con¬ 
versation usually includes some 
reference to tickets. They are 
pretending to give their undivided 
attention to the problems shared 
with them by wives and children, 
managers and agents. They are 
dying not to rhink too often of 
those caring relatives and friends, 
perhaps thousands of miles away, 
who will be charting their progress 
with the help of the media. 

Dominating all else, like a dull 
ache in the mind, is a tense 
awareness that they are about to 
compete Jn the greatest of tennis 
championships: a sporting and 
social occasion that Is inimitable 
id its restfully green setting, tbe 
measured- ritual of its ancient 
traditions, the punctilious organiz¬ 
ation. tbe world-wide publicity, 
and the attendant prestige. Wim¬ 
bledon. though, win be a little 
different this year. .. 

Just Inside the main gate is a 
nearly unobtrusive pile of bricks 
and mortar, a new enclosure for 
members. The seating on con it 
two has been extended to ground 
level, eliminating the restless 
promenades. Behind the centre 
court is a tiered row of four new 
courts overlooked by two apart¬ 
ment blocks. With 18 courts avail¬ 
able any lawn showing signs of 
wear and tear can be rested. On 
the centre court and court one, 
electronic line monitors have been 
installed to help the service line 
judges during angles matches. It 
is six years since this sort of thing 
was first tested in a big tourna¬ 
ment. The Wimbledon system, 
based on rays passing across tbe 
court, looks more practicable than 
its predecessors. 

This year. too. a few teenage 
girls are showing thousands of 
envious contemporaries the trick 
of getting in free. Notable 
examples are Tracy Austin, aged 


17, Hana Ma'ndlikova, 18, and 
Andrea Jaeger, 15. who are seeded 
to reach tbe last 16 oC the women’s 
singles. This sort of thing is new 
only in its prevalence: in 1887 
a Cheshire girl called Lottie Dad 
was 15 years and 10 months old 
when she won the first of her five 
singles championships. Zn the con¬ 
text of Wlmbledorfs crowded 
history it is difficult to be original. 

Bjorn Borg should manage it. 
IF be reaches the quarter-final 
round Borg will have, won 32 con¬ 
secutive championship singles, 
thus surpassing Rod Laver’s record 
of 31. One or two early champions 
might have done better of course, 
had they “ played ' through *’. 
Equally. Borg’s chance of winning 
bis fifth consecutive championship 
—which no one Has achieved since 
the challenge round was abolished 
after the 1921 tournament—should 
nor blind us to the'possibility that 
others might have done the same 
but for the fact that professionals 
were barred untiT.1965." 

Borg, though, is unquestionably 
one of tbe greatest players the 
game has ever known. Twenty 
years hence, studying him in the 
library of the mind, we shall 
remember his athleticism, the 
speed of his footwork and re¬ 
actions, his concentration and com¬ 
posure, his rwtv-ha'nded' backhand, 
the deceptive wrist-work in bis 
accurate, top-spun ground 'strokes, 
his ability to control' tbe racket 
head when ar full-stretch; and his 
knack of playing, tafs. best.'tennis 
in the rallies that most matter. 

There is no ' reason why Borg 
shonld lose- unless- It be -illness, 
injury, or the exciting distraction 
of his wedding', arrangements (he 
Is to be married on July 24).- He 
can be vulnerable to big servers 
of the highest class, especially If 
tbey are left-handed. But the draw 
has been kind to him. Tbe likes 
of John McEnroe,- Roscoe Tanner 
and Victor Amaya 1 cannot get at 
him until the. final—and by that 
time Borg’s momentum, shonld be 
Irresistible. 

McEnroe has the- game -to best * 
Borg, but this'year-Ms confidence 
has been sapped by.'injuries and 
defeats. Tanner led Borg by two 
sets to one in last year’s final, 
beal him in - the -United- States 
championships, but has failed to 
maintain that level of achieve¬ 
ment. Jimmy Connors is tactically 
more mature this year bur lacks 
a big service and has a suspecr 
forehand. Vitas -Geniiaids -has 
never beaten Borg and,' for MI 
his bustling vitality, probably 
lacks the weight of shot to 


threaten him at Wimbledon. It is 
possible that one of these will play 
the march of his life and catch 
Borg on'a bad day. Possible but 
unlikely. 

Vannick Noah and Harold 
Solomon, who were seeded ia 
play Borg and McEnroe in die last 
16, have bath withdrawn because 
of injury. 

The women's singles looks more 
open. . Martina Navratilova has 
the best grass-court game' and 
could win her third consecutive 
championship'if she is consistent 
enough to avoid any serious loss 
of composure and confidence. 

Chris Lloyd looks a better grass- 
court player than ever before and 
and has won ail her 19 singles 
after a three-month rest. Miss 
Austin is still growing and still 
learning. But she has beared all 
her rivals, may be more strongly 
motivated than any of them and 
is probably the best bet. At the 
age of 36 even the irrepressible 
Billy Jean King must be regarded 
as more of a threat than a 
promise and Evonne Cawley has 
not won an important singles tide 
since 1971. 

The strongly adolescent flavour 
of the women’s singles Is 
countered by the fact that four 
players who appeared on tbe roll 
of champions 10 years ago are still 
competing—Mrs King, Rosemary 
Casals, Die Nasrase and (only in 
doubles) John Newcombe. There 
will be a lot of old friends in the 
doubles, providing the same sense 
of continuity as Wimbledon's 
royal patrons.

in terms of entertainment value 
the four other events rend to be 
at least as good as the men's 
singles.

The athletics team for the Olvm- 
pic Games will be announced in 
London this morning, based 
largely on results of the two 
national meetings, at Crystal 
Palace 10 days ago and Meadow- 
hank at The weekend.

Three national events left over 
from Crystal Palace were decided 
in Edinburgh.

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Norman Moss on union attitudes to workers exposed to radiation 

The nuclear industry’s emotional 



Trad* unions are getting-stirred 
up about radiation * in the; 
nuclear power industry. Unions ■ 
hare won some substantial 
award* 'on bfehalf of niembeff 
who died- of' -radiation-related 

deceases, .and.’ how the TUC is 
nct’.ng io get permitted radia¬ 
tion levels. lowered. 

The unions are moving cau-. . 
lionsKv because- rhe subject of 
radiation is'an emotional rained- 
field for winch' there 7 are no ' 
universally-accepted maps. Any 
ptarement cao.^et off an explo¬ 
sion of feeling, and any set of 
facts is likely to be challenged. 

Except in-extreme cases. It 
is difficult‘to prove that any-.' 
ne's illness was caused by 
radiation from nuclear power. 
Til?' 'diseases' that it causes 
can occur naturally: anyone ' 
era' contract " cahcer, or leu-' 
kemia. “ • 

None the’less, the solicitor 
for the General and Municipal 
Workers' Union won an award 
of £67.000 last November from 
British Nuclear Fuels Ltd. 
which' owns - the Wind scale r£- 
pr'jcessing ‘ plant. for - the 
triojw of a- Windscale worker. 
Malcolm Patrioson. who died of 
leukemia at ihe age of 36. 

The 'Settlement was reached 
nut of court, after advice was 
taken from a panel of medical 
experts- ENFL said afrerwards: 

" If such a rare disease is con¬ 
tracted by a radiation worker, 
the - balance of probabilities 
could then'be sufficient ... to 
conclude that the disease could 
have - been induced 'by his 
iverk.” 

With radiation deaths, the 
“ balance of probabilities ” is as 
near to certainty as one can 
i-pnaHy set. Under the Nuclear 
Installations. Act 1965. this is 
sufficient to establish the lia¬ 
bility of the ■ operator of a' 
ruclear power facility. It is not 
e-en necessary to prove that 
the operator was negligent. 



Windscale: the safety record is good but questions bang over tbe i ndustry. 


. On this basis, the GMWU 
also won an' award of £22.000 
for the widow . of Patrick 
Trough ton, another Windscale 
worker. In bis case, the balance 
of probabilities is tilted a little 
more, because it is known that 
10 years before . be died, be 
absorbed more plutonium into 
hi* body than the prescribed- 
limit, and the form of cancer 
from which he died, myeloma, 
H particularly rare. 

James Connor also died of 
myelo.ma, at the age of 39, after 
working at Windscale and at 


' tbe nuclear research centre at 
. Winfrith, Dorset. 

His union, the Association of 
Government .Supervisors and 
Radio Operators (ASGRO) nego¬ 
tiated a £28300 out of court 
settlement for his widow. 

. Other- cases- are due to come 
before the courts over the nex-i 
12- months. One concerns a man 
who: is still working at Wind- 
scale- bur has suffered cataracts. 
The Transport and General 
Workers Union is looking inm 
tbe health records of workers 
at the atomic weapons estab¬ 


lishment at Aldermaston. where 
there was a leakage of pluto¬ 
nium in 1978. 

The safety record of the 
nuclear power indusrry is very 
good. The accident rate is low. 
The general health of Windscale 
workers is better than the 
national average. Bui questions 
hang over the industry because 
of tbe effects of radiation. 
Radiation causes deaths, but 
they are statistical deaths. They 
exist in the same state of quasi- 
rcaiitv as gamblers’ odds and 
life insurance statistics. 


It is widely—though not 
universally—believed that any 
dose of ionizing radiation, how¬ 
ever small, causes some damage 
to an organism, and increases 
the chance of contracting a 
disease, even it by an infini¬ 
tesimal amount. tTbe Aromic 
Energy Authority says the 
public receives less ionizing 
radiation from nuclear power 
than from colour television.: 
The increase is rhe same how¬ 
ever rhe dose of radiation is 
distributed, whether it is for 
one person receiving z certain 


amount or 10 people each 
receiving one-tenth gs ratfth. 

If rhe total figures are'large 
eqpugh, that spoil probability 
should translate into actuality. 
One extra chance in 10,000 of 
one person contracting cancer 
becomes eventually one extra 
cancer victim on top of 10,000, 
at least in theory. _ But one 
cannot identify an individual 
and say, “ He is the one, that 
extra case of cancer that was 
caused by nucifiar radiation.” 

Trade unions must use these 
statistics as instruments with 
which to argue the “ balance 
of probabilities'".' and courts 
must use them as a basis 
for decision. But they are 
constantly being challenged. 
Trade union officials have been 
shown figures produced by some 
American scientists, such as 
Thomas Mancuso on low-level 
exposure over a long period and 
Arthur Tamplin on plutonium, 
which purport to show that the' 
harmful effects are much 
greater than the authorities 
believe. On rhe other side, 
some scientists are prepared to 
say that there is no hard evi¬ 
dence that low doses of radi* 
non do any harm at all. and 
that the authorities get their 
present figures only by extra¬ 
polating downwards from the 
known effect of high doses. 

The trade unions are con¬ 
cerned primarily with therr own 
members who _work in the 
nuclear power industry. The 
legally permitted exposure 
levels for these is much higher 
than the levels for the general 
public. It is five rems (a meas¬ 
ure of received radiation) per 
year over a lifetime, with a 
maximum of T hree rems in any 
one quarter. 

The TUC General Council, 
acting on representations from 
several union* with members 
working in nuclear power, he* 
piked tbe Health and Safety 
Executive to lower the permit¬ 
ted level to one rem a year. 

This is a good time ro do it. 


Tbe - Executive t s- dr euteri ng 
consultative' documents . bn 
radiation safety, before issuing 
new regulations. 

In its latest document, the 
second, die Executive goes 
-some -way to wards meeting tbe 
TUC’s request; This suggests a 
■new rule dint says every effort 
should be made to keep expo¬ 
sure below 13 rems a year, and 
makes it mandatory to carry out 
an investigation into the work 
procedu'e of anyone who re¬ 
ceives a higher dose. 

The TUC is treading gingerly 
in this area. It has ignored sug¬ 
gestions of cooperation from' 
rite CDFT, the French trade 
union group which is campaign¬ 
ing against a rapid expansion 
of nuclear power and has blown 
the whisrle on some leakages of 
radiation. Its leaders know 
that any statement about the 

dangers of radiation is going to 
be waved on high by anti¬ 
nuclear campaigners* Because 
this is the one aspect of nuclear 
power about which they.'feel 
most passionately. 

Some trade unionises.are anti¬ 
nuclear. and naturally, many of 
these are tbe ones who are ex¬ 
pressing anxiety about radia¬ 
tion, either' concerning indivi¬ 
dual cases or general levels. A., 
few trade union. leaders are 
strongly pro-nuclear, such as 
Frank Chappie of die Electri¬ 
cal. Electronic Teleconunumca¬ 
tions and Plumbing ■ .Union 
(ETU), tbe Chairman of the 
TUC’s Fuel -and - Power. - Indus¬ 
tries Committee, and Clive 
Jenkins of the Association of 
Scientific, Technical .; and 
Managerial Staffs lASTMSl 

Most trade union officials 
do not care very much, certainJv 
not enough ro cross' swords with 
the likes of Frank Chappie and 
Clive Jenkins. They are taking 
care not to get- involved in the 
fundamental pro versus anti 
nuclear argument. For the time 
being, anv campaign the unions 
wage on the subject of nuclear 
radiation will be on a narrow 
front. 


There is an underlying message 
in the generally inept, imprac¬ 
ticable and premature reentry 
t-> the British, political scene of 
?Ir Roy Jenkins which the 
Labour Party will be exceed- 
ingly foolish to shun. It. is the 
simple and oft?-repeated ont ■ 
that the middle ground is there 
?-i be won and that unless it is 
captured there is no prospect 
of lasting political power. 

It ought not to require spell¬ 
ing out again. Yet it is a mes- 
sage "that Labour, not for the 
first time in a frustrating- 
period of opposition, is once 
more in real danger of failing 
to absorb. To do so would be 
i-responsibly to concede and 
toss away tbe opportunity to. 
restore both the Fortunes of the 
Labour Party and the position , 
of the overwhelming mass' of 
working people and their fami¬ 
lies whom wq.aspjre to repre¬ 
sent. 

To admit this- necessity is- in 
no way to reject our democratic 
socialist ideals; or to abandon 
our aims of a th’o’re equal and 
just society.'-It is to recognize . 
the writing on, the political wall 
and to acknowledge that there 
is a supreme arrogance in 
blandly ignoring rhe wishes of 
the ordinary citizen whose 
approach so often tends to be. 
besed on a mixture of custom 


Who can capture the middle ground? 


and self interest,'with morality 
and .social conscience running 
a decidedly poor second. 

That is not -cynicism- but real¬ 
ism. More people are interested 
io who shot J. R. than in who 
stabbed Jim Callaghan. Simi¬ 
larly they take little trouble to 
examine the niceties, - nuances 
and navigational hazards of the 
political scene. - They warn re¬ 
sults rhat relate ro • thtir per¬ 
sonal circumstances. They in¬ 
clude many of- toe traditional 
Labour voters we have failed to 
rally in the- past.- -Slogans will 
not do. We have- tp- be relevant 

This is not to embrace merely- 
the middle ground of suburbia 
where mortgage rates and fares 
are crucial. It is to>take in-toe - 
housewives -on. council estates’ 
worried over prices and rents- 
and to be aware of -the grumbl¬ 
ing of their menfolk on the 
shopfloor and in. the. pubs and 
clubs about those tax cuts that 
have never materialized in any 
worthwhile form. 

Labour must win back their 
confidence. We have to accept 
their innate conservatism while 
striving to change it. That is not 


to appeal to the lowest common 
denominator, to seek power at 
any- price: It means, though, 
avoiding a-headlong rush ro d-is-' 
aster, by allowing ourselves to 
be presented as extremists or 
worse still, by being so. It 
means recalling that throujdv 
-out our 80 years’ -existence we 
have allowed a broad-range of 
views within our ranks, that we 
have been-a “ movement * and 
a-coalition rather than a tightly- 
knit political entity and that 
tiiis-.has been our strength. 


An elitist 
thread - 


■ fr is futile and hypocritical 
fof some of those who, on the 
ofte hand, rightly 1 call for 
greater effort to build a mass 
party and'at the same time take 
■steps which can only undermine 
■ tfiar aim- There is an elitist add 
• intolerant • thread running 
through much of the current 
paBcy and constitutional argu¬ 
ment which can' only ensure 


that our political base is nar¬ 
rowed. not widened. 

It is fashionable just dow to- 
say that Mrs Thatcher- was 
elected on the most radical 
policy of any Tory Utder and 
is correctly sticking it. There¬ 
fore. the theory runs. Labour 
should follow suit when it gets 
the chance and do unashamedly 
for our people what ‘he does 
far riieins. The truth is not so 
simple. Mrs Thatcher noted for 
a stark dbse' of monetarism and 
the'ffee'market but s ! ie. .took • 
good care' ro add ro it populist 
measures—sizeable tax cuts, 
less ' government control and 
red tape, curbs on the unions. 

And what verdict do we pass 
on her radical mix? That it is 
proving a total disaster. Infla¬ 
tion. unemployment and bank¬ 
ruptcies all soaring. Public ser¬ 
vices crippled. Output and in¬ 
dustrial investment sagging 
lamentably. What is she doing 
for “ her people ~? Talk pri¬ 
vately to the small business 
sector now. Even the CBI’s 
latest bulletin is headed 
gloomily : “ Profitability—worst 
'ever levels still to come? “ 


There is no appealing advertise¬ 
ment here for radicalism. It is 
extremism of the most unpalat¬ 
able kind. The outcome is far 
more likely to be a grruadswell 
for moderation than for 
Labour's brand of Thatcherism. 
We must not le:- :ha: pass us 
by. 

Tories*

None of this is a plea for 
slippy consensus, Jenkins-style. 
The differences between the 
parties are sharper than ever. 
The Tories are purring into 
practice their cardinal belief 
that-the basis of-our economic 
activities must be private enter¬ 
prise. motivated bv personal 
gain. They consider that this, 
coupled with non-intervention¬ 
ism. trill inspire the wealth 
creation to benefit us all, 
though some tar more than 
others. Inequality is inherent. 

Labour believes in planning 
for results, rhat the public in¬ 


terest is paramount, that the 
bid for a more egalitarian, 
society must go on. that pro¬ 
tection of rhe weak and free¬ 
dom from want and exploitation 
require the intervention of the 
Scare in many ways. We need 
not deviate from all this. But 
none of it precludes sensible 
policy compromises within our 
own ranks. There is nothing dis¬ 
honourable or disbonest about 
that. 

Yet compromise at the mo-, 
ment seems to be a bit one-' 
sided. The most obvious 
example is rhe so-called Mikardo 
compromise on re-selection of 
Labour MPs—approved by one 
party conference and ditched 
by the next. The pressure is on 
for other far-reaching commit¬ 
ments — on EEC withdrawal, 
unilateral nuclear disarmacent. 
planning everything but in¬ 
comes and so on. We cannot 
and should not duck decisions 
on these vital matters. We owe 
it to the electorate to clarify 
our position. Bur we owe it 
especially ro those who are 


worst off add kilt be hit still 
harder in the period ahead, to 
make decisions that do not deny 
us the chance, to tackle the job 
of governing in their interest's: 

We must lead, not follow, 
■ public opinion. Bur to race too 
fast and to lose touch is a-sore 
recipe for failure. Our main 
policies and priorities;must be' 
agreed and boldly presented 
well in advance of an election. 
But we are in the business of 
persuasion, not the big stick. 
We must reconcile the differ¬ 
ences between our democratic 
socialist aspirations and the 
pragmatism and self-interest of 
the average voter. 

Tt is .'an immensely difficult, 
et-en agonizing, balance to; 
strike. Unless we get It "right 
we shall at best secure another 
-shortlived Labour government, 
negatively elected on Tory fail-- 
ings. At worst we shall be con¬ 
signed to a prolonged spell in 

the political wilderness.-That is 
the limited choice before us.

Not a record to be proud of on the road to Kew 


Brave men lived- before- Aga- ■ 
mem non. lots of them. But on- 
all of them, unwept and un¬ 
known, eternal night lies heavy, 
because they have left no 
records behind them. A- nation 
without records . .is. a ■ nation - 
without history., lri, a sense it is 
hardly a nation; \ 

In the Public -Record Office . 
in Chancery Lane, England has 
tbe finest‘-ihedieval records in 
the world, with the possible ex- , 
ception of those, in the Vatican^ 
They have "been open ro the . 
public in the Tower or the 
Chapter House of Westminster' 
Abbey in Central London since 
at least the fifteenth century. 
It is important that our public., 
records should be centrally-and 


easily accessible- for- scholarly, 
historical, constitutional, and 
legal reasons,-- but also to 
satisfy • our- democratic native 
orneriness: the unwillingness 
to take. somebody - else?s word 
for -things, the insistence on 
seeing -rhe law and the past in 
black and white with one’s own 
eyes. ■ .... 

. This . ancient tradition of 
having. the records open for 
inspection in the heart of Lon- 
.don is .about to be ended. The 
Government has instructed the 
Public Record-Office to reduce 
its budget by about 10 per cent.- 
or. £230,000 a year, by April 
1932, in order to -make.its con- - 
.tribiitfon to the public expen¬ 
diture cuts. No- decision has yet 


been -announced. According to- 
tbe Solicitor ■ General the * 
matter; is under active con¬ 
sideration. 

However it is*widely believed 
in the ■ archivist- and. Historical 
trades- chat the Keeper -and the 
Advisory- ■ Council on ■ Public 
Records Have come to" the con¬ 
clusion tbar tbe only way that 
■ they can make such economies 
is By closing tbe search rooms 
at Chancery Lane and' the 
census room in Portugal Street,- 
and removing all public search 
to K evt. 

•‘An SOS notice from the staff 
-stating as much- is on display 
in Chancery Lane, and a peti¬ 
tion against die move has been 
signed by 1,800 visitors and 


readers ax the PRO. There are 
many substantial arguments 
against the decision. Here are 
a few: 

1. The journey to and. from Kew 
will waste rime and monev for 

' readers. This' is not an over¬ 
whelming argument. Slogging 
out to Kew on the District Line 
is not a journey as arduous as 
to Outer Mongolia or Basildon 
New Town though the District 
Line is hellish these days. Blit 
particularly for scholars from 
out of town it will rake a day 

• instead of half a day, arid re¬ 
move them from reach, of the 
British Library and other 
repositories where researchers 
gather honey.- 

2. Kew was designed to handle 


departmental records from the 
seventeenth century onwards. 
It is not suitable for producing 
the vast legal documents from 
earlier centuries or handling 
the delicate and diverse 
medieval documents. 

-3. If you move the census 
records and ocher documents in 
constant use (state papers, non- 
. conformist registers, probate 
records, etc) ro Kew, you will 
congest Kew overnight, aod 
leave no room for the vast 
annual accretion of paper. 

4. If you keep your earlier more 
delicate documents at Chancery 
Lane, and send them to readers 
at Kew when they are asked 
for. you waste rime and expose 


the records to rhe hazards of 
transit. 

5. Service to the public is 
bound to be reduced. There are 
likely to be fewer microfilm- 
readers available. Production of 
documents and reprographic 
services will take longer. 

6. It is going to be expensive. 
The cost of moving substantial 
mareriais regularly between 
Chancery Lane and Kew is going 
to be high. The public money 
spent on duplicating reference 
libraries, and lists when Kew 
was set up will be. wasted. 

There are other arguments. 
And there is a substantial, 
somewhat mystical one. It is 
important to keep die flag 
flying in Central London. After 


more than five centuries of 
having the public records open 
to the public in the centre of 
the capital, .to dose t h e m how 
would be to turn our backs on 
our past, at a time when -our 
present is not much to be 
proud of. 

From a' national ’ and his¬ 
torical point of view "the Eublic 
Record Office is more important 
than any of our great museums. 
It can afford a cut of 10 per 
cent less than farter organiza¬ 
tions. Not to recognize tbe . im¬ 
portance of our national, past 
is the mark of philistine* and 
vandals. -. • ' %.

We have bid. reinarkablv few

(The allotments are bard by a 
much-used baseball field.) 

Last year we had rats, so 
everyone tells me: I did not see 
phem because I was away for 
much of the summer. This year 
the island authorities have in¬ 
cluded us in their “rat control 
programme ”. I am not sure 
what this involves-but it seems 
to have-frightened them off so 
far. 

Towards the middle of May I 
noticed a couple of incipient 
diseases on the earlier crops. 
The roquette. a prolific herb 
.with a bitter taste, was coining 
up with tiny pin-holes in its nak- 
shaped leaves. The Swiss chard, 
a spinach-like green, was de¬ 
veloping brown dry spots on 
'the leaves. 

I went to a garden shop and 
bought a powerful-looking 
insecticide claiming to combkt 
a .whole list of ills, many of 
m whjch 1 had never heard of. Ft 
'contained serin and zineb. who 
sounded like characters from 
the latest space adventure film. 

Among the scourges over 
Whidi it claimed a deadly 
superiority were bornworm, 
fniitwonn, leaf hopperi. tar¬ 
nished plant bug, downy mil¬ 
dew, angular - leaf ’ spot. 
Japanese. beetle, imported 
cabbage worm, .harlequin bug.. 


army worm, voungcabbage 
loopers, European com boer (I. 
think it meant borer) and 
botrytis slime. 1 do.not know 
how to recognize anv of those. 

but I felt sure that whatever 

ailed my charges must surely 
be included among them.- 

Only ..faintly alarmed by the 
“note to physician ” primed 
on the carton, I bought some 
and sprinkled it liberally over 
tbe plot, ignoring the fierce 
frowns of tbe many fellow-. 
gardeners who eschew chemi¬ 
cals of at] kinds. Even if it does 
cost me my vice-presidency 
next year, the application was 
effective in reducing- both The 
holes in the-roquette and the 
parches on the chard. 

At this early stage in the 
season, my most successful crop 
has been sugar snap peas — 
introduced a couple of years 
ago here and alreay very pop¬ 
ular. You Can use them early 
as sugar peas or let them grow 
into peas proper. 

They climb to about 5ft and 
last year I gave them made-" 
quate support—twiggy . growths 
lees rhan 4ft high. Determined 
ro set a better example- rhis 
year. I drove to a disroot -part • 
of tbe Bronx aod bought some ’ 
6ft pedes and plastic pea nett¬ 
ing- 

Usually when I build such 


structures they sag towards the 
middle. To prevent char this 
time I strapped along the top 
of-lOft pole [exactly the. length 
of the row) which I had saved 
from inside a rolled rug when 

we moved here .three years ago, 
and which I knew, would one. 
day come in handy. The resul¬ 
ting edifice was rhe envy of my 
neighbours, but l was jpzawed : 
by a nagging worry. 

How shaming,, 1 thought, if 
the peas failed tor make tirek- 
proper height, and 1 was left 
with an expanse of bare netting.. 
Would anyone notice if I bought 

plastic foliage .to.fill tbe.gap •?. 
For a few weeks they hovered 
rahtalisingly at below 4ft but, 
after some heavy rain and 
muggy weather, they reached 
the top and are topping prolif- 
ically. silenring finally those 
cheerfully ignorant passers-by 
who would ask persistently 
whether they were tomatoes. 

Tomatoes- are the one crop 
everyone grows. This -year I 
have two kinds .—. one called 
Early Girl which are living up. 
to. their name and have already 
produced a . half . dozen small 
green, fruit which otgild be. ripe 
'by the end of 'the month. The ’ 
other is ad experimental -variety; 
donated by toe seed. merchant 
for . test purposes. They are 
supposed to be -picked in late^ 


autumn and . will then k 
like apples for much of 
winter- ■: -

This trend is dangerous both 
for the parry and the country. 
The danger for the country if 
Labour were to become a uni¬ 
lateralist party, is that rhe United 
Kingdom might almost by acci¬ 
dent find itself saddled with a 
naive defence policy thar would 
gravely jeopardise British secur¬ 
ity—not because rhis is what- the 
electorate wants, bur because it 
might vote Labour into office 
on other grounds in the mistaken 
belief that once in government 
Labour ministers would nor be 
so stupid as to carry out their 
promises on defence. 

If Labour were to become a 
unilateraltST parry there would, 
of course, be a much stronger 
chance of its splitting. A new 
centre party, or something oE 
that sort, would then be a prob¬ 
ability. Unilateralism would be 
a much better issue than the 
EEC for Labour right-wingers to 
take their stand on. Mrs Shirley 
Williams, Dr David Owen and 
Mr William Rodgers were quite 
right to indicate in their joint 
statement a fortnight ago that 
they would nor support a party 
that was committed to raking 
Britain out of t-he European 
Community. Jr was an act of 
principle for them to make this 
clear at this stage. But that is 
only one of tbe issues on which 
they feel stronglv, and it is not 
one on which all Labour right¬ 
wingers are united. 

Unilateralism, however, is an 
issue that unites them all. There 


may be differences between 
them on some of the specifics of 
defence policy. But without 
exception they are agreed' that 
for Britain to foresake the 
western alliance and ro renounce 
all nuclear weapons in'a. world 
where other potentially hostile 
countries retain them would be 
an act of political madness. It is 
a major issue on which . a 
patriotic politician would be fully 
justified in breaking from his 
party, and there is the special 
significance of the Gaitskellite 
legacy. How could any self- 
respecting social democrat fail 
ro take bis stand on the very 
issue on which Gaitskell himself 
declared that be would “ fight; 
fight and fight again " ? 

Opposition to the unilateralists. 
would also be a popular stance 
in rhe country. This means not 
only that Labour would be in 
much greater danger of a major 
split if ir adopts the unilateralist 
course, but also that it is likely-to 
lose ground electorally if it 
moves, or even appears to be 
moving, in that direction. As 
Mr Rodgers said in his 
courageous speech last week on 
tbe dangers of yesterday's rally. 
Labour is not a pacifist party. If 
it were, it would have a much 
weaker appeal ro many voters. 
If it js to retain that appeal it 
will have to reject unilateralism 
and to make ir clear thar it is do¬ 
ing so. Yesterday’s rally was no 
help in that respect. The com¬ 
bined effect of it and the 
Wembley conference is to give a 
general impression of a party 
thar is unilateralist in sentiment 
and is moving in that direction in 
policy. This is one issue on 
which ir is too dangerous to 
compromise. 


Disposal of state’s

This was true over 
imports of British lamb into 
France, where the French took 
measures to prevent the lamb 
coming in, and persisted with 
them even when they had been 
ruled illegal by tbe European 
Court of Justice. It also applied 
to the “ wine war ’* with Italy, 
when France restricted wine im¬ 
ports and Italy took it to the 
European Court. Tbe case of 
Spanish fruit and vegetables is 
rather different, since Spain is 
not yet a member of the Com¬ 
munity, but ir is an indication of 
trouble possibly to come. 

One conclusion to be drawn is 
that in spite of the expenditures 
over the years, the Community's 
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line with the agricultural support 
agreement of the agricultural mini¬ 
sters and then the heads of govern¬ 
ment at the Venice summit 
meeting.

Not only do infanr parliaments 
need time" to grow. They must also 
adapt to new tireuinstances. The 
circumstances in which the Council 
of Finance Ministers brings forward 
its delayed 1980 budget are very 
new indeed. Mrs Thatcher's great 
service to the EEC, however damag¬ 
ing her excessively public tactics 
may have been, is that she has won 
the battle for a radical restructuring 
nf the Community budget. After 
four Summit meetings the deficit 
financiers of the nine are West Ger¬ 
many, the United Kingdom, and 
France.-in that order, and all three 
now have a vested interest in doing 
whar' parliament demanded last 
December. But it cannot be done in 
1980. The crucial changes will come 
in 1981, or 1982 ar the latest. 

Let us listen ro a West German 
minister. Herr Klaus von Dofananyi : 
“ The Federal Government confirms 
with emphasis the need expressed 
in tlie EEC agreements for existing 
imbalances in the Community 
budget tn be evened out ar source 
bv structural changes. It also under¬ 
lines the necessity that the EEC 
Commission proposes, before June I. 
3981, effective measures to cut 
down farm surpluses so that the 
increase in agricultural expenditure 
can be kept below tbe increase in 
the Community’s own receipts. 
Other changes in the spending 
structure must be made in such 
good time that they can come into 
effect from 1982 at the latest.

The needs of che 
Community's farmers do have to 
be taken account of, and this can 
best be done by having a new 
look at the working of the com¬ 
mon agricultural policy, particu- , 
larly in the light of the changes 
which will be brought about by 
the entry of Greece, Spain and \ 
Portugal. But even in tbe 
Pyrenees area—where Toulouse, 
after all, is an industrial centre 
—there are broader interests 
than those of che farmers, and 
char is certainly true of the Com¬ 
munity as a whole. 


To some exrent, of 
course, MEPs are anxious not to 
appear to give in too easily, partly 
because they themselves will be an 
immediate beneficiary of the pass¬ 
ing of the belated budget.

T vouch, would be 
farther from the truth. The argu¬ 
ment for passing die Comm unity’s 
3380 budget is purely practical 
politics, and aav continued struggle 
should be against the 1981 budget 
that is already being drafted in the 
Commission to come before parlia¬ 
ment in the autumn. 

So much for the parliament’s 
stand over the budget. What else 
justified comment at rhis anniver¬ 
sary rime ? Three points are worth 
making. First, for Britain the dual 
mandate (that is. sitting in two 
parliaments) must oorae under 
serious question. 

It asks too much of MPs, partly 
because they work in two parlia¬ 
ments for the price of working in 
one, partly because Government 
Whips at Westminster make a fetish 
of winning every vote with a fuU 
majority of 43 or’better. 

Secondly, the European Parha- 
menr cannot be frustrated much 
longer from deciding its own single 
place of work. A peripatetic parlia¬ 
ment is both costly and exhausting, 
and common sense suggests that 
Parliament,. Commission, Counci] of 

Ministers, and party groups should 

all be in a single European capital. 

Thirdly, if one had to award the 
palm to the EEC country with the 
most astute, eloquent, and experi¬ 
enced politicians inside the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament it would have to 
go tn France, with ns former Prime 
Ministers and' Ministers in abimd- ‘ 
ance.

Unrest in Paraguay 

From Mr Roger Clegg 
Sir, We share the concern of your 
.Correspondent (report, June 13) 
over the fate of Paraguayan rebel . 
leader, Victoriano Centurion, who 
sought refuge in the Panamanian . 
Embassy following an abortive - 
peasant protest near tbe Brazilian 
border. 

We_ should like to draw your . 
attention to trie growing problem 
of peasant unrest in Paraguay which . 
this incident highlights. During the 
past five years over 300,000 Brazi¬ 
lian colonises have entered eastern 
Paraguay in search of cheap virgin 
land. Trie eviction of poor peasants 
by Paraguayan soldiers to make way 
for this rapid influx of Brazilian 
fanners has escalated in die past 
two years, creating grave soda! dis¬ 
content in rural Paraguay against 
Brazilian “ invasion ” of national 
territory. While trie Government of 
General Stroessner, to suit its own 
ends, turns a blind eye to this prob¬ 
lem, it.is only to be expected that 
peasants will increasingly mobiKae 
to defend their land rights which 1 
we being so ruthlessly suppressed. 

For this reason the mobilization 
of Internationa) support in defence 
of peasant Stand rights in Paraguay 
bas become a priority task for our 
committee.

Louvre acquires painting 
that made a scandal

caused a political scandal in 1885 
by its scathing stack on'the Paris 
Commune of 1871. 

“ The Triumph of tbe Rabble ”, 
or the “ Apotheosis of the Cbm- 
mane ", depicts a drunken tribune 
crowned and carried shoulder high 
by a drunken crowd. -The' artist 
was Maurice Barnet de MonveL. 

The painting was submitted for 
exhibition at the Salon des 
Artistes Frangais in 1885 but with¬ 
drawn on the day before the open¬ 
ing. It was subsequently exhibited 
in a newspaper office,- causing an 
uproar. 

Political sensibilities appear to 
have softened since then. After 
the hammer bad fallen in a 
JDelaporte auction at 16,000 francs 
(estimate 12,000 to 15,000fr), or 
£1,650. the purchase was pre¬ 
empted on behalf of the Louvre. 

Friday’s sales In Paris also 
included a remarkable group of 
early enamel. A thirteenth-century 
Limoges plaque depicting Christ 
in gSory surrounded by angels 
made 310,000fr (estimate 300,000 
to 320,000Cr). or £32,124. An 
enamel casket of similar date 
made 250,000 fr (estimate 
250,000 fr), or £25.900, and a 
small rectangular Moszn plaque of 
tbe twelfth century depicting, a 


which had belonged to Madame de 
Pompadour, sold for 210,000* fas, 
or £21,800. A first edition of La 
Fontaine’s fables of 1762, finely 
. bound In. . two . red Morocto' 
volumes, sold' for 250,000 Sr, or 
£25,900.. Both items -were Included 
In an Ader'sale of a. prffafa 
library on-Wednesday. 

In New York- on -Friday Mid 
Saturday Sotheby Parke Berner'de¬ 
voted three auction-sessions to. a 
sale of Wedgwood' and edited 
English pottery. Tbe first two ses¬ 
sions made £91,500, with- 11 per 
cent unsold, and the'third £43.463, 
with 8 per cent unsold.. 

The sale prices, ran well beyond 
expectations ; Sotheby’s suggested 
that the present exUbftion in 
Philadelphia celebrating Wedg¬ 
wood’s 250th . anniversary may 
have stirred interest- A late 
eigb teem h-century blue and white 
jasper, flower bolder, made In the 
form nf. .two. broken -classical 
columns . standing on a relief 
moulded base, was sold for. 
524.000 (estimate $4,000 to-56,000), 
or £10.344. 

Sotheby Parke Berner also 
devoted a rwo-day sale on Friday

Other adjustments will 
have to be made after last 
month’s Nato meetings in 
Brussels, where ministers, 
including Mr Pym, endorsed 
an American request to ac¬ 
celerate a.number of force 
improvement programmes. 
The acceleration, which 
means that more money will 
have to be spent more 
quickly, is the indirect re¬ 
sult of American plans to 
undertake fresh commit¬ 
ments on behalf of the West 
in the Indian Ocean and The 
Gulf. 

Then there are other areas 
which Mr Pytn is exploring 
on his own initiative. One is 
that of offensive chemical 
weapons with die objective 
of providing a retaliatory 
capacity against the Soviet 
Union—which has plenty of 


them already. Present 
Ministry of Defence studies 
are exploratory only. 

Further studies are under 
way to explore Britain's own 
capability for intervention 
overseas—that is, outside the 
Narq sphere of influence. 
Again they are tentative, 
with the avowed objective 
of ensuring that Britain has 
enough trained men.and the 
right equipment to enable 
such intervention—probably 
m support of the Americans. 
There is no plan to establish 
a separate force or a new 
dutch of bases east of Suez, 
It remains however, an in¬ 
terest which, if developed, 
could cause a further re¬ 
allocation of priorities. 

So far Britain’s forces 
have remained admirably 
balanced—and so has its 
contribution to Nato. The 
Royal Navy provides the 
bulk of allied defences in 
die eastern Atlantic and the 
Channel area; the Army 
contributes a corps with four 
small armoured divisions to 
Nato’s Northern Army 
Group on the Continent; the 
RAF, apart from the squad¬ 
rons in West Germany, has 
to protect Nato air space 
round the United Kingdom, 
which is the largest national 
air defence region in Nato 
Europe; and of course there 
is the strategic deterrent 
which i$ committed to Nato, 
although Britain’s Prime 
Mmister has her finger on 
the trigger. 

Can Britain continue to 
provide all this—and take 
oa other defence tasks as 
well? Professor David Green¬ 
wood, the defence economist 
of Aberdeen University, in a 
recent paper thought that 
the cost oF Trident-1 or any 
comparable successor • to 
Polaris would make 'it im¬ 
possible unless the Govern¬ 
ment carried out yet another 
“ cheeseparing" exercise to 
the detriment of the Armed 
Forces as a whole. Mr Pym 
has so far indicated that he 
thinks Britain can absorb 
the cost, but has not so far 
said how. 

Meanwhile the Armed 
Forces await other important 
derisions on .equipment, in¬ 
cluding the choice of a suc¬ 
cessor to the Jaguar air¬ 
craft, preferably one which 
can be developed in collab¬ 


oration with the French and 
West Germans ; an improved 
Harrier which would pro- 
. vide the RAF with snore 
flexibility in range and pay¬ 
load in its front line; and a 
successor to the Army’s 
Chieftain tank. The location 
of 160 American cruise mis¬ 
siles in Brixain at RAF 
Greenham Common, Berk¬ 
shire, and the disused RAF 
Station at Molesworth, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, by the end of 
1983 was announced last 
week. 

These derisions have 
implications for British in¬ 
dustry- The' tank decision-is 
likely to be influenced 
partly by the need to keep 
the Royal Ordnance Factor¬ 
ies production lines open, 
after the collapse of -tank 
orders from Iran; British 
Aerospace has an obvipus 
interest in the aircraft de¬ 
cisions. And the possible 
need for four or five new 
nuclear-powered submarines 
to carry a Polaris. replace-;-- 
ment will cause problems' 
for British Shipbuilders 
which now has only one ' 
yard, Vickers at Barrow, 
capable of building-them. 

Manpower problems have 
eased, mainly as a result of ■ 
three generous pay rise$ for 
die Armed -.Forces in, 12.. 
months—and .• partly no 
doubt because of 1 uhemploy-' 
ment and general economic 
uncertainty in cml industry. 

The foreign. exchange 
costs of keeping troops in' ■ 
West Germany bothers the 
Government, . particularly • 
since die last offset costs' ; 
agreement expired- at. thd -. 
end of March. Northern -Ire* ; 
land continues to fester, la!-. •'* 
though less painfully ttiah :: 1 
a few year? ago-'Slowly and 
not altogether surely, 'the' 
Army is managing to lighten 
its own burden by the judi¬ 
cious thinning down of 
troops on the streets—ex¬ 
cept in those areas where 
die police still cannot effec¬ 
tively operate. 

So there are many prob¬ 
lems and, so far, few solu¬ 
tions- Even then the solu¬ 
tions may create problems 
of their own, by throwing 
an extra financial burden on 
an Exchequer which can 
hardly support it.

The short visits were for 
four months, but tint has 
been extended by a fort¬ 
night, which-will have a sig¬ 
nificant effect on the length 
of time between each visit. 
A delicate balance has to 
be struck, because if the 
short tours are extended too 
much the periods of absence 
will become inordinately 
long, and the number of 
soldiers, with experience of 
ulster would ■ fall uncom¬ 
fortably. 

However, the increasing 
emphasis- on resident bat¬ 
talions _ will mmunize the 
dislocation to training and 
family life caused by the 
short rotation visits. Despite 
tiie gruelling conditions en¬ 
dured by many soldiers in 
their makeshift short-term 
-accommodation, there is no 
evident effect on morale. 
The prospect of going to 
Northern Ireland also does 
not seem to affect recruit¬ 
ment; indeed in the last 
quarter of last year a-sizable 
increase in recruitment was 
indicated. 

Nevertheless, the prospect 
of ' being involved in the 
vicious little war in Ulster, 
in winch . the soldier does 
not have- the initiative, does 
deter a few. Hie evidence 
' suggests that family pres- 
- sures ' are instrumental in 
putting • some people off, 
rather than any personal 
disquiet. 

The Army B iays that not 
only is recruitment showing 
an encouraging trend; the 
number of -soldiers buying 


In the border areas, the 
fear of a landmine attack 
haunts every soldier going 
on patrol. Road vehicles 
seldom go close to the 
border- to ensure -that the 
terrorists cannot trigger- a 
mine from reasonable safety- 
across the border; but the 
threat of death from an un¬ 
seen assailant is ever 
present. 

There is no doubt that! 
Array tours in Ulster affect 
training, but there are pros 
and cons. There are benefits,

Not 
only is the soldier being re¬ 
moved from the Nato com¬ 
mitment, but tbe opportunity 
for the units to work to¬ 
gether is interrupted ; if the 
infantry component is in 
Northern Ireland!, the arm¬ 
oured component is adversely 
affected.

One of the more surprising 
facts of th? past 13 mcnths 
of Tory rule is that on no 
occasion have troops been 
called on to maintain essen¬ 
tial services during an 
industrial dispute. But this 
reflects not so much any 
Government reluctance to 
use them as the determina¬ 
tion of Whitehall and the 
Armed Forces not to become 

involved in public duties 
which they cannot properly 
perform. 

There are three areas in 
which the services are called 
on to help rhe authorities, 
national and local, in peace¬ 
time. One is called Military 
Aid to the Civil Power 
CMACP). which includes sup¬ 
port for the police in 
Northern Ireland, and anti- 
terrorist operations like the 
recent Special Air Service 
raid on the Iranian Embassy 
to London. 

The use of troops per¬ 
form essential sendees dur¬ 
ing strikes is called Military 
Aid to the Civil Ministry 
fMACM) and the third, Mili¬ 
tary Aid to the Civil Com¬ 
munity (MACC), includes 


anything from rescuing 
stranded householders dur¬ 
ing floods to building a play¬ 
ground for handicapped 
children. 

All come under the blanket 
heading of Military Aid to 
the Civil Authority fMAQA) 
and arc controlled by a 
department at the Ministry 
oT Defence called Defence 
Secretariat No * .6 (DS6). 

MACP was separately con¬ 
trolled by another depart¬ 
ment railed DS10 until quite 
recently when this was 
scrapped as part of the mini¬ 
stry’s contribution to White¬ 
hall economies. 

MACP remains the. most 
sensitive area, awakening as 
it does left-wing fears nf 
armed intervention in 
politics. Such fears hare had 
little foundation, in .modern, 
rimes anyway, and curiously, 
there is no special legislation 
under which rbe forces carry 
out such duties. The SAS 
men who raided the embassy 
were technically exercising 
□o more than the common 
law right of every dozen to 
go to the help of the police. 

MACM, however, is only 
marginally less controversial, 
for equally obvious reasons. 
Its legal foundation is partly 
the Emergency Powers Act 


of 1920, which is a wide- 
ranging Act allowing even 
the requisitioning of vehicles 
to keep die country’s wheels 
turning. But a lesser Act ot 
1964 endows the forces with 
as much legal power as they 
normally need. 

The use of troops in 
industrial disputes's planned 
?ad controlled bv. the Civil 
Contingencies Unit of the 
Cabinet Office. Jt was 
recently reported, chat there 
have been 23 instances of 
rbeir involvement since 1945, 
seven of these since 1970, 
excluding Northern Irciand 
—where'they were called out 
to help during the Ulster 
Unionist's strike against the 
principle of political power¬ 
sharing in' 1974. 

They have helped out, 
since the Second World War. 
as • dockers, meat-handlers, 
seamen, dustmen, electrical 
workers, gas workers, petrol 
tanker drivers, ambulance 
drivers, air traffic control¬ 
lers, raibvaymeri'—and. per¬ 
haps most notably, as fire¬ 
men. when, more than 20,000 
of them were lised at any 
one time during the uiue- 
week firemen’s strike in 
1977-78. 

The range of jobs they, can 
perform remains limited, 
however. There are some 
skills which the services have 


themselves for obvious rea¬ 
sons. They need to have sonic 
training on how to fight fires 
and how to evacuate the 
wounded and the sick. The> 
have air traffic controllers 
in the RAF. and they have 
plenty of drivers who can 
handle heavy tracks. 

' But they cannot run a coal 
mine, or a power plant or a 
steel mill Moreover, with a 
ratal manpower of only 
320,000—and abundant mili¬ 
tary commitments—their 
numbers are a constraint. 

. There was a plan to use 
troops last January when the 
country was threatened by a 
water strike—later averced. 
There was also a suggestion 
that they might become in¬ 
volved in the dispute wirh 
hospital workers—but this 
was rejected on the ground 
that the services could. not 
possibly cope on a national 
scale So their lack of in¬ 
volvement during a so-called 
winter of discontent reflected 
most clearly the nature of 
the disputes which took 
place. 

The Ministry nf Defence 
generally acts as a restrain¬ 
ing influence on governments 
which sometimes view the 
Armed Forces as. a solution 
to some pressing industrial 
problem—or if tint a solu¬ 
tion, then at least a kind ot

Paper, on the 1980-SI de¬ 
fence budget, shows how 
much British spending alone 
supports the British defence 
manufacturer., in both pub¬ 
lic and private .sectors. Jusi 
uver 40 per cent nf the de¬ 
fence budget gaos nil cqitip- 
mc-nt procurement, which 
amounts to £4.750m this 
year- 

A derailed breakdown nf 
defence sounding shows that 
m I97S-79 spending with 
iunplier*. amounted to 
£.1.300m mi items as varied 
as fund. fuel, electronics and 
aerospace. The hoariest 
spending k in high techno¬ 
logy. with 2C1 per cent of all 
output mi electronic* going 
in defence u»rk and more 
than 60 per cent lo aero¬ 
space production. 

Sales of defence equip¬ 
ment abroad was put at 
about £1.20fini this year, 
which will directly sustain 
at leasi 75.1)00 jobs. Britain's 
own defence needs will sup¬ 
port at least a nor her 2(50.000 
jiih, directly and probably 
us many again indirectly. 

The White Paper shows 
iriiai high costs can be in¬ 
volved in producing the 
latest defence hardware. 
The Sring Rav ami-sub¬ 


marine torpedo; being devel¬ 
oped by Marconi Space and 
Defence System* (MSDS) 
as a “smart'* missile cap¬ 
able of hunting its_prey, is 
costing about £92Qih as an 
overall programme. A sea¬ 
bed operations vessel (SOV) 
lieirtg built by Scotts of 
Greenock, is. costing about 
£80m. 

Because of the secrecy 
that necessarily surrounds 
much defence work it is not 
easy to pinpoint quite how 
many private sector com¬ 
panies are involved in the 
defence business to greater 
or lesser degree. The Mini¬ 
stry of Defence claims that 
all" the main industrial sec-, 
tors feel the benefit of de¬ 
fence spending. 

ICC. in a separate finan¬ 
cial survey** of defence 
manufacturers, this year 
identified 112 companies 
that are substantially in¬ 
volved in defence manufac¬ 
turing. Its other survey im¬ 
plies sales in the private 
sector arc running at about 
£2.700m a year. 

What is clear if that de¬ 
fence spending can. because 
of the advanced research 
and development needed, 
make available to companies 
new skills which can be chan¬ 
nelled later into civil devel¬ 
opments. The Electronic 
Engineering Association in 
its annual report for 1979 
confirmed that this i? par¬ 
ticularly true of the electro¬

The Sting Ray projecr.

MSDS was involved • in the 
guidance computer, Marconi 
Avionics in- other parts of 
rhe guidance system, .Sperry 
Gyroscope in the steering 
system.

Marconi’s parent company. 
General Electric Company,

The ICC surveys demon¬ 
strate rhe profitability of

In the survey nf the 60 
leading defence manufac¬ 
turers, [CC found that in

Aver¬ 
age profit margins improved 
from S.9 per ceut in 1977 to 
10.2 per cent in 1979.

Countering a crisis in 
call to colours 


Among the rather strange 
statistics in this year’s State¬ 
ment on the Defence Esti¬ 
mates is the forecast that 
while at present one in 12 
boys leaving school enters 
the services, by tile end of 
the decade more than one in 
nine will be needed. Yet this 
represents only a modest 
planned increase in man¬ 
power, since the higher 
ratio is more a reflection nr 
other statistics than a subtle 
ploy to reduce unemploy¬ 
ment. 

As the statement says: 
“From 1980 onwards there 
will be a declining number 
of young men entering the 
16-19 age range from which 
the services normally re- 
cruii Moreover, natural 
wastage proceeds at what, iu 
civilian life, would be re 
garded os an unnatural rate. 
Twenty-two years is gener¬ 
al lv a lifetime for a service- 
man, although officers may 
stay longer. In the last nine 
months of 1979 nearly 8,000 
met. left before completing 
six months, about oua 
quarter of them being de¬ 
scribed as unsatisfactory, fot 
disciplinary or other reasons. 

Apart from the drain in 
actual numbers, early release 
puts pressure on training 
resources, particularly »s 
skilled tradesmen and senior 
ncoA tend to Jeave early. 
Even if the target of 323,300 
persons set for this year is 
reached, only 287,500 will bs 
trained men and women. 
However, the Ministry of 
Defence hopes the recent 
changes in pay structure wit> 
encourage recruiting and 
discourage premature retire¬ 
ment. ■ The aim is to raise 
trained persons by 20,000 
over die next few years. 

Current figures include 
12J00 women. All three ser¬ 
vices are deploying more 
women on non-comb it ant 
duties formerly carried out 
by men. Tbis figure does not 
cover nurses who staff mili- 
tarv hospitals. These nurses 
sometimes treat National 
Health Service patients a« 
v.eli as the families of 
soldiers, sailors and airmen. 

Ministry officials hope a 
national advertising cam¬ 
paign will produce 43,000 
enlistments for all services 
this year. Present standards 
and age limits are being .re¬ 
examined, and training 
courses expanded, to bring 
jin as many promising re¬ 
cruits as possible. Backing 
up the professional service¬ 
men and women are reserve 
, and auxiliary forces more 
| than 186.000-strong, with a 
further 137,600 in cadet 
forces. 

Behind every trained 
soldier, more or less, stands 
a civilian. The defence state¬ 
ment says: ** A total of 
2/7.000 civilians are cm- 
ployed at present. Of these 
37,000 are locally engaged 
overseas. The remainder— 
the 240.000 UK-based staff— 
represent about one third of 
the Civil Service." 
i The temptation to whistle 
! at such a statement is tern- 
I pered by the knowledge that 
i since 1964. when the unified 
Ministry of Defence was 
formed, it has shed some 
150,000 staff. Establishments 
are still declining, in con¬ 
trast to the planned rise in 
services manpower. 

Civilians do a multitude 
of jobs, many be in" inter¬ 
changeable with their oppo¬ 
site ninnbers in the forces. 
I They may be craftsmen in 
itbe’ Royal Dockyards, the 
Royal Ordnance Factories, 
and various bases. Others 
run schools on foreign sta¬ 
tions, c ar ry out research and 
work as mess servants, or as 
policemen guarding installa¬ 
tions. 

Surprisingly, the Meteoro¬ 
logical Office forms part ol 
the Air Force Department of 
the Ministry of Defence. 
Staff smile rather tkedly if 
you say you always knew to¬ 
morrow’s weather was a 
state secret. 

Proudly, the defence state¬ 
ment declares: “ No . more 
.Than 4 per cent of Ministry 
' civilians are employed in th<* 


administrative and executive 
grades.” Less emphasis is 
placed on the further 13 per 
cen; who are secretaries, 
typists and clerks. 

As with the services them- 
seltes, skilled . men and 
women are h3rd to find, and 
even harder to retain. There 
are shortages of experienced 
computer programmers and 
systems analysts, end also of 
qualified accountants. 

Many craftsmen in the 
Royal Ordnance Factories 
and the Royal Shipyards will, 
be retiring soon, with too 
few apprentices coming for¬ 
ward to replace them. About 
50,000 people are employed 
in these two branches of the 
defence industry. 

Ordnance is. concerned 
principally with providing 
ammunition, armoured 
vehicles, guns, small arms 
and engineering equipment. 
Two factories produce ex¬ 
plosives, two others concen¬ 
trate on ammunition filling. 


As well as serving British 
units, they undertake 
approved work for Common¬ 
wealth and other friendly 
governments, and sometimes 
accept civilian orders to fill 
production gaps. 

For six years these fac¬ 
tories have been funded on 
a commercial basis, with the 
Defence Secretary declaring 
an annual dividend credited 
to the Consolidated Fund. 
Financial targets have been 
met so far, with a margin tu 
spare. Sales for the year 
ended March 1979 totalled 
about £284m', more than half 
the orders going overseas. 
Despite losing Iranian con¬ 
tracts, which led to re¬ 
dundancies, the organization 
hopes at least to maintain 
ss.! as. 

The situation is not prom¬ 
ising in the Royal Dockyards 
■—Devonport, Portsmouth. 
Chatham, Rasyrb, and Gib¬ 
raltar—which are described 


in the defence statement as 
die largest industrial enter¬ 
prise within central govern¬ 
ment. Their principal role is 
repairing and refitting. war¬ 
ships, but lack of suitab'.e 
staff, and industrial disputes, 
principally over pay, have 
led to much work being 
transferred to commercial 
yards. However, in the year 
ended March. 1979 the dock¬ 
yards carried out work cost¬ 
ing £39 lm. 

Looking at the effect of 
its activities on troo-staie 
employment, rive Ministry oE 
Defence says: “ The equip¬ 
ment programme sustains 
about 200.000 job opportuni¬ 
ties within the major de¬ 
fence industries, and about 
the same number again are 
sustained indirectly else¬ 
where in industry.” 

So adding service siren gins 
tn civilians on and off the 
government payroll, defence 


would seem to provide one 
million jobs, a suspiciously 
round figure. Of projected 
expenditure this year, ot 
E10,7S5m at today’s prices, . 
2S per cent will go ° n P' a £ 
and pensions for the Armen 
Forces, and half that figure 
on civil servants* salaries. 
These sums will be roughly 
matched by the £4,336m 
spent on equipment. 

Several British companies .

There was an earlier plan 
by the Ministry of Defence,

east of Suez this require¬ 
ment was no longer a 
priority. Communication 
link-c with other parts of die 
globe could thus be accom¬ 
modated on other networks..

The early 
work on Skynet satellites 
provided the manufacturers 
supplying the British Gov¬ 
ernment with experience in 
the development of transpor¬ 
table Terminals for use by 
mobile land forces or ship¬ 
board work. 

Improvements in the 
design of communications 
satellites hive quadrupled 
the number of communi¬ 
cations channels they can 
carry.

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Chester Barrie: ready made for the eighties 


To the well-catalogued disaster 
in the men's suits market- 
down by a third to six million 
units annually within five years 
—was added in 1978 die well 
known name of Chester Barrie. 
Then a private company with 
one of the plushiest prestige 
labels in the business, Chester 
Bane had faHen into die hands 
of the receiver. 

Hit by cash flow problems, 
it turned in, during 1977, a 
£283,000 loss on a £4m turn* 
over, according to the receiver. 
At that point Austin Reed, the 
mens wear makers and 
retailers, stepped in and banded 
over £800,000 for Chester 
Same’s main factory at Crewe. 

After an injection of some 
£430,000 Together with organiza¬ 
tional changes, Chester Barrie's 
performance is giving a lot 
more cheer to Mr Barry Reed. 
.Austin Reed’s chairman and 
chief executive. 

While Austin Reed’s nearly 
30 retailing outlets are, like 
others in the field, battling 
doggedly against what Mr Reed 
describes as “difficult condi¬ 
tions ”, Chester Barrie has fully 
sold next autumn's production. 

In the year to last January 
Chester Barrie brought in a 
£400,000 profit on a £4.2m turn¬ 
over, which represented a 
respectable 32 per cent return 
on capital. 

Mr Neil Fitton, Chester 
Barrie's _ managing director, 
says he is optimistic that next 
spring’s production also will 
be sold out—although some 
effects of recession may be felt 
even by Chester Barrie’s up¬ 
market customers. Their suits 
sell at around £275, against the 
£400 and upwards of the Savile 
Row made-to-measure variety, 
although Chester Barrie has its 
own exotica, like cashmere 
sports jackets at £350 and die 
odd vicuna overcoat at £2,000 
apiece. 

Chester Barrie suits are 
ready to wear, although in a

myriad of fittings, and sell on 
the high quality of the mainly 
British materials used, plus the 
comfortable fit that comes from 
a Largely hand sewn product. 

As in insurance, Cbester 
Barrie are chasing more export 
orders, particularly in European 
markets like West Germany, al¬ 
though 55 per cent of produc¬ 
tion already goes abroad with 
half of those exports finding 
their way on to European backs. 

It fits with a strategy of over¬ 
seas expansion which has led 
Chester Barrie to licence 
Hickey-Free man, another ex¬ 
ponent of high quality ready- 
to-wear, to manufacture across 
rhe Atlantic for the United 
States market. Within five years 
sales of Chesrer Barrie in 
America are expected to reach 
30,000 units—a two piece 
suit being a typical unit—com¬ 
pared with present Crewe pro¬ 
duction of some 43,000 units. 

Mr Reed, a firm believer in 
licensing for royalties (which 
earned Austin Reed nearly 


£250,000 last year), has sought 

a manufacturing de-up in 
Japan; but nobody measured 
up to the quality needed in 
such an opera don. 

So, while Chester Barrie gar- 
meats made in the United 
States, will this autumn reach 
a wide range of American out¬ 
lets that will be different from 
those used by Hie key-Free man 
for its own production, the 
(1.000 units-a-year) Japanese 
market will continue to be met 
by Crewe products—but with 
one difference. 

A Japanese marketing offer 
has led Chester Barrie lo put 
together its first collection of 
luxury grade goods, like des, 
belts and scarves, to capitalize 
on the Chester Barrie label. 
“There is potendal for a nice 
business elsewhere if we can 
get the type of product right,” 
says Mr Reed. 

Since Austin Reed took over 
the Crewe operation, the lar¬ 
gest export increases have been 
is Switzerland (up 69 per cent) 


Italy (up 65 per cent) and 
France (up 25 per cent). 

There are other possibilities 
in Europe, including Spain, but 
forays have been made in South 
America, although Brazil has 
been firmly removed from the 
list because of payment prob¬ 
lems. 

Import controls hare squeez¬ 
ed expons to Canada and tariff 
difficulties have hit other trad- 
tional markets like Australia. 
Even with a virtual doubling 
of prices forced on Chester 
Barrie products in Australia, 
whar Mr Reed regards as the 
indefinable attraction of the 
quality built suir is expected to 
keep a niche—albeit in the 
more expensive end of the 
market 

All this impenis is only pan 
of the reason why Chester 
Barrie has been turned round 
to profit. At Crewe. Austin 
Reed’s capital spending cot 
only improved facilities for rhe 
workforce but introduced air 
conditioning controls v.-hich not 


only produced better working 
conditions but provided the 
best dimate for handling fine 
fabrics like silk, cashmere, 
mohair and worsted. A 
humidity and temperature con¬ 
trolled finished goods store has 
wiped out the cost of re-press¬ 
ing materials which had been 
stored for long periods. 

Three computer-coairoiied 
steam presses have reduced the 
number of skilled pressing 
operations on which rhe 
shaping and crafting of suits 
depends, although hand ironing, 
demanding at least an hours 
painstaking work for each suit, 
is stiil an essential parr of the 
process. 

Austin Reed took on 370 of 
the former workforce of 770 at 
Crewe and. unusually in a 
trade which relies on pan-time 
labour, insisted on a working 
week of at least 35 hours so as 
to maintain consistent levels of 
production. Some SO per cent 
of the workforce is female, 
which is normal for the trade. 

Mr Reed and Mr rinon also 
slimmed production ro what 
they thought the market would 
stand. Before Austin Reed took 
over, Chester Earrie was turn¬ 
ing out some 1.000 units a week 
with a workforce which, taking 
into account part-timers, was 
the equivalent of around 600 
people' as Chester Barrie now 
operates. 

Probably the biggest slim¬ 
ming operation was a: the top. 
Instead of some 10 executive 
directors there are now only 
two. In addition to Mr Fitton— 
the man who has put through 
the physical reorganization of 
rhe factory—there is produc¬ 
tion director Mr Bert Barker 
who, like Mr Fitton. had 
worked under rhe earlier 
Chester Barrie regime. 

Mr Fitton says: **W'e have 
not only brought down indirect 
costs by all these slimming 
processes but derision making, 
delayed under the old svstem. 
is now extremely rapid.”

The Dexion angle on communications 


Dexion. the slotted angle shelv¬ 
ing company with a £50m turn¬ 
over in the United Kingdom and 
a pre-tax profit margin in the 
region of 9 per cent, has an 
enviable record. It delivers 94 
per cent of its 4,000 orders a 
month on time, exports 40 per 
cent of its United Kingdom 
production and is able to claim 
no more than a single two-hour 
stoppage by its workers in its 
33-year history. 

Half of the 1.600 staff in the 
United Kingdom have been with 
the company for over 10 years 
and one tim'd for over 15 years. 

Every employee from senior 
manager to craftsman is in¬ 
volved in the company’s 
Management By Objectives 
scheme. Job descriptions and 
work appraisal is based on this 
plan to enable people to dis¬ 
cuss their failures construc¬ 
tively, without a sense of 
aggression, and to allow mana¬ 
gers to compare individual per¬ 
formances rationally and to 
identify training needs. 

Mr D. Conrino, the founder 
of Dexion, was a printer who 
required flexible shelving in. his 


prinr shop. He has his own 
favourite philosophies about 
industry. One of them is: 
** People are any company's 
most important asset ”. Mr Ted 
Mortimer, the company’s manu¬ 
facturing and purchasing direc¬ 
tor, says this sounds like a 
platitude but it is obvious in 
the United Kingdom today, that 
in most places this maxim has 
been ignored. 

“There is too wide a guir 
between senior management and 
shopfloor, and middle manage¬ 
ment is lost somewhere in 
between ”, he said. Dexion has 
gone so far to avoid that prob¬ 
lem, that the company admits 
it is in danger of being called 
“ paternalistic 

Throughout the -whole com¬ 
pany only first names are used 
between staff of ail grades. 
“ We have to train new appren¬ 
tices to call me Ted", Mr 
Mortimer said. The only part 
of rhe world where this close 
form of relationship has mot 
been introduced successfully 
into the company is Germany, 
where workers apparently could 
not bring themselves to utter 


a first name to a superior. 

Any employee is permitted 
to take a problem as high in 
the management hierarchy as 
be feels he needs to get satis¬ 
faction. He can walk into the 
chairman’s office without an 
appointment if he or she feels 
a grievance has not been 
adequately considered by lower 
echelons of management. 

“ When that happens, we see 
it as a failure on the part of 
the employee's immediate boss 
and he or she gets a rocket 
for not being more approach¬ 
able.” 

So important is communica¬ 
tion within the company, that 
training in communications is 
given to every manager. It 
includes correct telephone use, 
memo writing, employee assess¬ 
ment and advice on how to 
ensure that employees receive 
appreciation for good work. 

Every Thursday supervisors 
are given a 10-minute round¬ 
up of company news—orders, 
statistics, bow the economic 
situation might affect Dexion, 
and so oa. The following day. 
each supervisor gathers his own 


staff for a 10 minutes “ parish 
pump ” session, where the data 
is handed on and there is a 
question and answer session 
on anything the staff chooses 
to discuss. 

Every employee receives a 
copy of the annual rep on and 
there is an assemblv at which 
the details are explained and 
management is on hand io ans¬ 
wer questions. 

Throughout the company 
there are notice boards far the 
“ occasional ” bulletin. “ Occa¬ 
sional, so that we do not feel 
obliged to stick up a boring 
notice when there's nothing to 
say. We also let people have a 
sick list of absent employees so 
assistance where necessary. 

“ When people have been ex¬ 
periencing severe financial 
problems at home, we have 
even been known to provide 
interest-free loans to get them 
out of a difficult situation. We 
work on the principle that a 
good worker cannot give full 
attention to the job if there 
are worries at home. ** 

Probably about 40 per cent 
of the workers are members of 


notional unions, but on a com¬ 
pany referendum, 76 per cent 
voted in favour of corrmsny 
unions. There are now two 
Dexion ia-bouse unions with 
which management negotiates 
wage structures and general 
working conditions. 

“ We tried a system of pro¬ 
ductivity^ bonuses, ” Mr Mor¬ 
timer said. ■* but h was not a 
success. In our opinion, there is 
nothing better for productivity 
than a' good basic rate of pay, 
a sense of job security and a 
good atmosphere to work in. 

“ In that way. each employee 
and manager can identify his or 
her own interests with those of 
the company, so everyone does 
rheir best. 

“We all eat in the same can¬ 
teen. we are all informed of 
the names and backgrounds of 
any visitors expected at the 
works. ” 

If there are no second-class 
citizens, there is no second- 
cla?s work done—that is the 
basic message from Dexion’s 30- 
year-old experiment.

Cross-frontier tax 
dodgers beware 


Breaking down British reserve 


A new allied front is on the 
march; (he regiment of inter¬ 
national tax collectors, armed 
with an impressive arsenal of 
powerful and long range direc¬ 
tives, treaties and conventions. 

Countries as tar apart as Nor¬ 
way mid Turkey are among 
those that have now . ratified 
iBMnsatiomj tax conventions 
which not only permit but, in 
some cases, actually encourage 
dm exchange of information on 
Jzwegrdairitffes by taxpayers. A 
closer look at this whole prob¬ 
lem as not onfly revea&rg but 
mstsfuctsve too, since it is one 
of she tew areas of inter¬ 
national cooperation where gov- 
erngnesHs are dewmnined to act 
in uxESkm. 

A targe variety of corporate 
structures and. organizational 
and tradtkrg lines crisscrosses 
the worid in search of the most 
advantageous fiscal dream- 
stances. Thera is, of course, 
nothing against tins provided 
that tire planning rs carried 
out within the terms of local 
tax laws and regulations, in¬ 
cluding both the domestic regu¬ 
lations designed to avoid 
tdoubie taxation, and the tax 
treaties. 

Making use of whar the leg- 
P&atnofi permits also means 
that one -discloses what has 
been done. There is then no 
evasion of taxes and all trans¬ 
actions are properly recorded, 
disclosed and reported to die 
a ut ho riti es. _ 

The tax burden is in accord¬ 
ance with' the'rules of the 
game: and the rules are deter¬ 
mined by legislation- But the 
tendency of human nature is to 
be on the look-out for ways of 
reducing the tax burden, and 
does not stop at the line where 
that reduction U still within the 
law. This ingenuity in finding 
advantageous and permissible 
structures is often supplemen¬ 
ted by less honest attitudes. 

Hence the frustration of the 
authorities who. suspecting cer¬ 
tain irregularities, are unable 
to use their national regulations 
to find out exactly what is go¬ 
ing art. But there are now three 
other vehicles through which 
tax authorities can get deeper 
into the mine-shaft in which 
taxpayers try to hide their tax 
secrets. 

First of all there are Lhe tax 
treaties. Most of the mors 
modem treaties follow the 
OECD model and cont a i n a pro¬ 
vision whereby the contracting 
countries bind themselves to 
exchange information not only 
in so far as such information is 
needed to make the treaty 
operate properly, but also in so 


far as it is necessary for the 
application of domestic tax 
laws. 

_ There is, however, a restric¬ 
tion on the use that a recipient 
country may make of the in for¬ 
ma non- 

The country asked to supply 
information does not have to do 
go if administrative measures 
incompatible with its own would 
be called for, or if the informa¬ 
tion would not normally be 
obtainable under its laws and 
regulations, or those of the 
requesting country. 

Secondly, there is the EEC 
Mutual Assistance Directive. 
This also requires the member 
scares’ tax authorities to 
exchange relevant information. 

Hie spontaneous provision of 
information is provided for in 
four cases, viz: where a 
member stale suspects an 
abnormal tax reduction in 
another state, where a tax 
reduction is received in one 
stale that could have a tax 
effect in another state and 
where transactions between tax¬ 
payers in t wo member states 
are channelled through third 
countries, th us creating tax- 
savings in the member states, or 
where artifio'ral profit transfers 
between members of a group 
are suspected. 

Anothsr interesting feature of 
the directive is that govern¬ 
ment officials may under cer¬ 
tain conditions ’actually be 
allowed to operate on another 
member state’s territory. 

Finally, there are the two 
Conventions of the' Council of 
Europe • (a body, incidentally, 
which must not be confused 
wl/th the Common Market), 
These conventions' have been 
ratified by the nine member 
states of the EEC (the United 
Kingdom has still to do so), by 
Austria. Cyprus, Greece, Nor¬ 
way, Portugal, Sweden, Switzer¬ 
land and Turkey (who are all 
members of the Council of 
Europe!, and by Israel, Liecb. 
renstsfri and Finland- 

Thus, it can be seen that the 
means available to the interna¬ 
tional tax collectors’ union i* 
large, indeed much larger than 
anyone suspected. Moreover, 
until the taxpayer is confronted 
with their effects, he has not 
the faintest idea that informa¬ 
tion on his affairs has been 
circulated throughout half the 
western world.

management has co be by 
consent. 

People work in watertight 
compartments and no one 
knows whnt the other person is 
chinking. Each one suspects 
that anything done by the other 
must be against his interests. 
Too often communication is 
understood to mean merely 
being pleasant or giving people 
what rhey want But the em¬ 
ployee should be made to feel 
that he is not only playing a 
part — but that his particular 
part is important to the success 
of the company. 

AJ1 sors of formalized mech¬ 
anisms' have been set up to try 
to overcome the communicatioo 
problem-joint company coun¬ 
cils, internal newspapers and 
the like. 

But tbey are at best second 
best, and at worst they sustain 
the atmosphere of hostility. 

With the best will in the 
world there is no point in ex¬ 
plaining a company’s situation 
to ch«» work force in terms of 
cash flow, return on capital em¬ 
ployment. stock control and the 
like if the people concerned 
do - not. understand those con¬ 
cepts. 


In recent months, a four 
page letter was sent round all 
the units of one of the nationa¬ 
lized industries explaining the 
dire straits the company was in. 
It was couched in impeccable 
and logical language, but was 
incomprehensible to the ptople 
on the shop-floor. 

The result was that the shop- 
floor asked their union conve¬ 
nors for an explanation, which 
they obtained: but it was the 
union's interpretation. In 
In these circumstances people 
simply cannot identify with the 
company's problems. 

Listening to others is rhe 
other side of the communica¬ 
tion coin. I was given a prime 
example of this by a German 
components manufacturer re¬ 
cently. The Mini created a revo¬ 
lution in more than name. It 
was not only an outstanding 
engineering invention, bur it 
also stood for a new concept 
in modern driving. 

However, the British have 
continued, even today, to make 
cars that suit themselves but 
not foreigners, who want some¬ 
thing different. Even the 
French, the other top leaders 
inutile arrogance league, learned 
this lesson in the middle six¬ 
ties. 

The people with the problems 
of producing wealth are the in¬ 
dustrial managers. They are re¬ 
sponsible for optimizing the 
engployment of capital, labour 
and plant and maintaining good 
industrial relations where they 
count—on the shop-floor. 

Too often thev spend their 
time “ fire fighting ” rather 
than concentrating on their 
prime responsibilities. They ore 
to some extent jealous of their 


authority, ana consequently pre¬ 
fer to order than to explain : tj 
direct rather than involve. It :s 
a failure which must be correc¬ 
ted. 

< What then is the answer ? The 
obvious requirement after 
identifying the problem Is to 
determine how best to meet it. 
This at once means not setting 
up another formalized company 
scheme of communications but 
educating managers and indivi¬ 
duals to communicate with their 
own people. 

Today the trade unions train 
many thousands of shop stew¬ 
ards and other officials every 
vear properly to do their jobs: 
jobs that centre on communica¬ 
ting. The unions’ success in this 
area is apparent every day on 
the shop-floor and in the media. 

It is, therefore, high time 
managers took a leaf out of the 
unions’ book, and trained in the 
skills of communicating. Only 
then with reallv professional 
managers, will the present in¬ 
dictment of managers and the 
general malaise in industry be 
overcome. 

The secret:veness with which 
British industry is too often run 
must be changed ; and until this 
is done there will be poor com¬ 
munications and public rela¬ 
tions between management and 
employees in industry. 

The fact is that today there 
isno “ them and us ” in indus¬ 
try. From the mana gin g direc¬ 
tor to the tea lady—all are em¬ 
ployees. -And in the event of 
poor performance of an enter¬ 
prise the people at the top are 
as likely to go as those at the 
bottom.

In 1980, the threat still dis¬ 
turbs many nations which are 
members of the IWC and which 
support a whaling ban. To the 
distress of conservationists in 
this country, the threat appears 
to be tempering their support 
for an end to whaling, despite 
the unprecedented support that 
a moratorium enjoys both with¬ 
in the commission and in the 
international public generally. 

It has been eight years since 
53 nations voted unanimously 
in support of a moratorium on 
the commercial hunting of 
whales at the United Natrons 
Stockholm conference on the 


human environment. Surely,,the 
Mr Yonezawa cannot be serious 
Japanese delegate to. the IWC, 
when he states that there is. 
“ no vaHd reason ".for a mora¬ 
torium. 

The opposite is, tn fact true. 
There is no va&d reason for 
whaling to continue. Hus is an 
opinion shared by the majority 
of the member nations of tiro 
IWC, arid by. many tens of 
miffians.of people throughout 
the world. ' 

The threat by Japan to with¬ 
draw from tiro IWC rs an\ im¬ 
moral attempt to further nnder- 
rame the effective, conserva¬ 
tion of great whales, as well as 
tiro stated aims of the IWC, 
which include “the protection 
of great whales for future gen¬ 
erations ”. 

In recent years, many people 
have questioned, whether _ such 
a tremendous responsibility 
should be left in die hands of 
a commisswn which is so un¬ 
representative of world opinion.

Challenge to criticism 
of Lloyd’s 


From Mr I. H. F. Findlay 
Sir, Your Financial Editor’s 
comment (June 9) on die Forth¬ 
coming Fisher report on self- 
regulation at Lloyd’s makes the 
flat statement * Lloyd’s import¬ 
ance has waned in recent 
years ” and you justify this 
judgment on the grounds that 
“ its premium intake is well 
below that of the two biggest 
oom posit es **. 

This really is a whopping 
non sequitur. Fin. Lloyd’s 
business is of an entirely dif¬ 
ferent character and composi¬ 
tion from that of the 
composites. Lloyd's writes no 
long-term life business and the 
whole balance is geared to large 
risks, to reinsurance and to a 
large variery of special risks not 
generally written by composites. 
Very far from waning, Lloyd’s 
position as the pace setter in 
rotes and risks is becoming 
ever more important. 

Secondly, the mere volume of 
premium is a poor yardstick by 
which to judge “ importance 
In these days of high interest 
rates, the temptation to under¬ 
write for premium volume for 
investment income bas led 
many an insurer on to a danger¬ 
ous slippery slope and, in turn, 
ro potential underwriting 
disaster. 


And thirdly, when yon write 
of Lloyd’s importance, to whom 
is the importance relevant ? 
Looked at in terms of overseas 
earnings alone, in 1978, the last 
year for which demited figures 
are available, Lloyd’s • contri¬ 
buted a record £419m against 
the total of all insurance com¬ 
panies of £383w. hi addition, 
insurance brokers’ . overseas 
business, -much . of which is 
placed in the Lloyd’s ■ market, 
contributed' a further £183m.

Thus, far from waning, 
Lloyd’s importance is increas¬ 
ing, a process which die Fisher 
report will surety help to 
continue.

N Sea boundary treaty 


From Dr G. H. Blake 
Sir, By confusing physical' and 
legal concepts of the continental 
shelf (neither of which have 
been satisfactorily defined by 
the experts). Dr Hansford-Miller 
(June 16) has misunderstood my 
objection to his remarks on 
the United Kingdom-Nonvay 
North Sea boundary (May 22). 
The Genera Convention on' the 
Continental Shelf (No 7302, 
April 29, 1958, .Article 1) gives 
the legal definition as applying 
''to a depth of 200 metres, or, 
beyond that limit to where the 
depth of the superadjacent 
waters admits of rhe exploita¬ 
tion of the natural resources of 
the said area”. This surety 
gives Norway some legal basis 
for disregarding the trench. 

Physically, however, the Nor¬ 
wegian case is even stronger, 
since the trench is geologically 
a rift in the continental shelf 
and not its outer margins. In 
the 1960s several such trenches 
in other parts of the world were 
disregarded for purposes of 
drawing continental shelf boun¬ 
daries. 

Another argument against re¬ 


negotiation of the United King- 
doxn-Norway boundary (even if 
it was practical) is the likely in¬ 
troduction of a standard '200 
nautical mile (230 statute 
miles) echnrire economic zone 
(EEZ). regardless of .continental 
shelf. The Third United Nations 
Conference on the Law of the. 
Sea is expected; to. put the final 
touches to a new international 
convention ' in Geneva .during 
August this year- A major 
feature of the convention will 
be recognition of the rights of 
coastal states to: the exclusive 
exploitation of. all-resources to 
a distance of 200 .nautical.miles 
offshore. . : ’ - 

In the absence of -any pre¬ 
vious arrangements, rbe applica¬ 
tion of cbe EEZ in the North 
Sea would presumably, result in 
median lines between - the 
United Kingdom and , Norway, 
as at present. . -
